seven storm sash which we had been using 
to cover our hot beds so the additional cost 
was not too great. We had the rafters 
rabbited, so that any time we wish we can 
remove them and put in glass as we have in 
the other greenhouses. All but two of the 
frames are imbedded in putty; these two are 
on hinges at the top and can be raised or 
lowered as we need for ventilation. There 
is a small door at the east end, which lowers 
from the top from the inside and will be 
covered with small wire mesh. Entrance is 
through a door at the west and down five 
steps into the greenhouse. We will heat with 
electric light bulbs if necessary. Since the 
pictures were taken we have covered the 
north roof with corn-fodder. This roof is 
tongue-and-groove siding covered with roof- 
ing paper. We are prepared to cover the 
glass with bags of leaves on colder nights. 

Inside we have a three-foot bench of red 
cedar along the south wall, and a narrower 
bench along the north wall. When the sun 
shines it floods the entire north wall and all 
benches. The flowers are putting on buds so 
it appears they like their new home.— 
Mrs. Peter Kase (Ind.) 


Mexico City Pilgrimage

EADING in the December FLower 

Grower of the Mexico City Pilgrimage, 
to be held February 11-21, sponsored by 
Texas Garden Clubs, reminded me of my 
wonderful trip to that colorful city in 
February 1949.

This is a small lake dotted with 
hundreds of little islands, covered with 
carnations, calla lilies and other vegetation, 
and nurtured by the melting snow streams 
from the peaks of the Sierras. Riding 
through the principal canals in a canoe one 
can see in the distance the snow-crested 
mountains of The Sleeping Lady and 
General Po-Po, which present a luminous 
picture of beauty.

Nandina in Alabama 


To the Editor: 


HIS is a word of appreciation for the 

interesting and informative article on 
the nandina by Ben Blackburn in the Decem- 
ber 1949 issue of FLowerR Grower.- In 
northern Alabama the nandina thrives won- 
derfully. It seldom sulks, even under neglect, 
and seems immune to disease and insect 
enemies. I find it best to cut out the taller, 
leggier canes in February each year, leaving 
the younger more vigorous canes to flower 
and fruit. New shoots will come up where 
the old stalks are cut giving the clump a 
better form as these new canes do not reach 
their full height the first year. They do 
not flower but their foliage is bronzy red. 

When old canes are cut the tuft of foliage 
at the top may be placed in a container and 
a flower arrangement made over it, using 
the nandina as a frog to hold other material 
in place. It will stay fresh for weeks in a 
cool room. If the old canes are buried, 
laying them flat on the ground and keeping 
them moist, many will send up new plants. 
These plants are sturdier in their first year’s 
growth than seedlings. 

I have no record of how old a nandina 
must be before blooming, but I am sure it 
is not less than three years, probably more. 
However, with a plant of such beautiful 
foliage we do not need to hold our breath 
waiting for it to bloom.—(Mrs.) Satire P.

BIRDS IN YOUR BACK YARD by Ted 
S. Pettit. Illus. 210 pages. Harper & 
Brothers, N.Y.C. $3.00. 


This simply told. practical book on 
how to attract birds to your home is writ- 
ten by a man who has made his grounds 
into a bird sanctuary by means available 
to any bird lover. “Birds in Your Back 
Yard” is charmingly written. The reader 
wants to go right out and place bird 
feeders, build a pool, purchase bird food 
and even set up a camera—for there is a 
chapter on bird photography. 

Suggestions are practical and explicit. 
The chapter on bird houses gives exact 
dimensions for houses to attract birds of 
various sizes and habits. Most of the 
more common birds are described as well 
as illustrated, and yery well too, though 
unfortunately not in color. 

There is a long list of trees, shrubs, 
vines and ground covers which attract 
birds because of their berries, with de- 
scriptions of plants and a key to tell 
where each may be grown. Birds at- 
tracted by each plant are also listed. 
The chapter on pools is also splendid. 

The book is illustrated with photo- 
graphs by the author, excellent bird por- 
traits by George Greller and some sim- 
ple line drawings and diagrams by Don- 


ald Ross. 


BIRDS’ NESTS, A Field Guide by Rich- 
ard Headstrom. Illus. 142 pages. Ives 
Washburn, Inc., N.Y.C. $2.75. 


At first glance such a book as this 
would seem to be a temptation to the 
ignorant to go bird-nesting without re- 
gard to the occupants of the nests. But, 
of course, the public has been pretty 
well educated during recent years on 
that subject. 

Needless to say, the safest time to go 
bird-nesting is in late fall and winter 
after the nests have been abandoned. 

This manual covers birds of the United 
States north of the one-hundredth me- 
ridian. An opening section on How to 
Use This Book explains the author’s 
rather elaborate key which, nevertheless, 
is easy to use. One first considers the lo- 
cation of the nest, next the shape, posi- 
tion, size and materials of which it is 
built. With these facts in mind. it is 
easy to find the bird that built 1t through 
the listings in this book. 
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(Physically the volume is small enough 
to carry in a roomy pocket. There are a 
dozen pages of excellent photographic 
illustrations of nests with eggs or young. 
The author, Richard Headstrom, is a con- 
tributing editor of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society and prominent in the 
field of natural history and science.

by Leonard Wickenden. Illus. 132

Many books appear nowadays de- 


voted to organic gardening. No wonder, 
when one considers the increasing num- 
ber of insect pests and diseases, and 
when one thinks of the vast wastelands 
created by bad soil management. 

This volume is unique among these 
works because the author is a chemist. 
He turns the bright light of science on 
organic gardening theory. Though he 
started as a skeptic. his experiments to 
disprove ae theory resulted in his whole- 
hearted conversion. 

One of Mr. Wickenden’s chief contri- 
butions is his demonstration of the value 
of microscopic life in the soil. This life, 
he believes. furnishes control and cure 
of plant diseases. He tells the reader in 
simple language how the two races of 
microscopic life contend with each other 
underground. He tells of experiments 
proving that, permitted to work naturally 
in soil which contains sufficient humus 
to make it a “living” loam, the sapro- 
phytic microorganisms can destroy un- 
believable numbers of the harmful patho- 
genic sort. The author condemns chem- 
ical fertilizers and insect sprays and 
dusts, giving his experiences in support 
of his theories, and these experiences are 
so convincing that they give pause to 
the most doubtful. 

The beautiful woodcuts of Mr. Wicken- 
den’s Connecticut farm executed by E. W. 
Bartlett give the book great charm. 
Whether he is drawing’a silo or a field 
of grain, Mr. Bartlett creates a thing 
of beauty.

e Chinese Witchhazel 


By 
BEN BLACKBURN 


HRUBS flowering outdoors in mid- 

winter are scarcely the usual thing in 

our gardens, and this small group 
holds very great value for the colder 
parts of the country. One of the best 
winter-blooming subjects is Chinese 
witchhazel (Hamamelis mollis). 

This hardy shrub is outstanding for 
the brilliant. rich effect of its yellow- 
petalled reddish-centered flowers, which 
enliven an outdoor garden picture on a 
wintry day in February, as well as for 
the spicy fragrance of the silken blooms. 
Once these amazing qualities have been 
noted, one can scarcely resist making a 
survey of likely corners around the gar- 
den to plant one or two specimens in 
early spring! Fortunately, the shrub is 
being grown by a number of nurseries. 


Chinese witchhazels develop into 
spreading shrubs or small trees, depend- 


ing on early training. Concentrating the 
growth in a single trunk produces a 
definite tree-like habit. and such speci- 
mens may exceed 20 feet in height. On 
the other hand, plants allowed to grow 
naturally tend to produce two or three or 
often several stems from the ground. 
These develop into a spreading frame- 
work of branches which may be counted 
on reaching 12 or 15 feet in height and 
fully as much in spread. These dimen- 
sions and habits of growth are not very 
different from our familiar native witch- 
hazels, though the species of our eastern 
woodlands (Hamamelis virginiana) is 
somewhat smaller in most cases. Both 
have the same distinguished pattern of 
larger branches, but the Chinese species 
is often noted to have markedly zigzag 
branchlets. 

In foliage, however, Chinese witch- 
hazels differ quite conspicuously from 
other species. Their leaves are promi- 
nently roundish and felted with a thick 
grayish coating of hairs on the lower 
surface and with a thinner covering 
above. Other witchhazels have more or 
less hairiness, principally on the lower 
surface of the leaves, but none of the 
others has anything like the soft velvety 
leaves of this one from China. Buds and 
shoots are likewise densely woolly-hairy. 
It is this velvety smoothness to which the 
specific name mollis refers. 

The bloom of this shrub comes in mid- 
winter, but various factors introduce

some variation into the exact time and 
duration of the flowering period. Blooms 
may appear as early as January, though 
February and March are the more char- 
acteristic periods. The flower buds in 
small clusters along the shoots develop 
during the previous spring and summer, 
covered with the same tight coating of 
hairs as the leaf buds. A few flowers 
open at a time, expanding their bright 
yellow petals in the winter sunshine, and 
curling them inward during extreme 
weather. Low temperatures do not injure 
the blooms unduly, and they open again 
during the first good weather. More and 
more of the flower buds open, and in all, 
the period of bloom may extend over six 
or seven weeks. 

These flowers are usually considered 
the showiest among the witchhazels. The 
ribbon-like petals are wider than those 
of other species, and the cup-like calyx, 
comprising the central portion of each 
flower, is a deep rich red inside. Some- 
times the petals are also reddish at the 
base, and the color effect is very pleasing. 
To this can be added the spicy fragrance 
of the blooms, most pronounced on 
warm sunny afternoons or when branches 
are cut and enjoyed indoors. 

The fruits of witchhazels develop dur- 
ing the growing season and mature as 
woody capsules about half an inch long 
In the autumn, at a moment when the 
corky tips of the ripe capsules have weak 
ened sufficiently, the two sides of eac 
capsule spring apart.

Modern Science Helps 


Plant 


Propagation

HEN it comes to labor-saving de- 


vices, the amateur gardener has not 

been forgotten. Hoping for a break 
from the elements is as passé as the 
recipe that calls for a dash of this and a 
pinch of that. Uncertainty is rapidly dis- 
appearing in the growing of seedlings. 


Fluorescent tubes furnish controlled light and heat. 


{n article appeared in the January 
1948 Flower Grower. entitled “The 
Robot Greenhouse.” by R. Milton Carle- 
ton. After many readings and much de- 
liberation, we decided to invest. For 
years we have grown most of our own 
plants from seeds and cuttings and suc-

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cess always depended upon such uncon- 
trollable factors as temperature, hu- 
midity and light. Young seedlings re- 
quired almost constant care. Absence or 
neglect on a scorching day, or an unex- 
pected shower, could mean the end of 
them. This “robot greenhouse” sounded 
like the answer to all our problems, but 
surely there was some catch, some pro- 
cedure that required expert skill. 

“Start-A-Plant,” as the manufacturer 
calls the unit, is simply an enclosed case 
with two fluorescent tubes in the top. 
The tubes supply the needed light and 
heat and the top has the proper curva- 
ture to act as a reflector. It was de- 
veloped by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

Our unit arrived in April as we were 
preparing to plant perennial seeds. We 
were afraid to stake all the coming sea- 
son’s blossoms on it, so we planted two 
flats of each variety, put one in the unit 
and the other outdoors. We were amazed 
at the difference! The seeds in the unit 
germinated more quickly and at a higher 
percentage. They were ready to be 
moved from one to three weeks earlier 
than those outdoors. By fall, we had more 
plants from fewer seeds, and with less 
work. ; 

At first we used wood flats but have dis- 
carded them in favor of pots, either 
azalea pots or bulb pans. Though flats 
do fit more closely, the wood tends to 
become water soaked and is harder to 
keep clean and sterile. 

The size of the pot depends on the 
number of plants needed. A 10-inch pot 
will accommodate about 75 seedlings. 
Heavy sowing is wasteful since seedlings 
may be leggy, poorly developed, and dif- 
ficult to separate. 

Seedlings can be handled better if left 
in the unit until they have several true 
leaves. At first, our greatest problem was 
transplanting shock. Inside conditions 
were ideal, with humidity and tempera- 
ture constant, and the move outdoors was 
quite a change. We found that a few 
days of conditioning solved the problem. 
The pots are moved from the unit to the 
greenhouse, coldframe or a sheltered spot 
outside, depending on the season, and 
moisture is reduced. After about a week, 
they can be transplanted with little loss. 

We find ourselves growing a great va- 
riety of plants because seeds succeed so 
easily. Now we enjoy our own double 

uffled petunias, calceolaria, gerbera, 

rimula, impatiens and fuchsia. It is 
ruly a joy to be able to ignore summer 
eat. Our unit is kept in the basement 
nd the inside temperature stays around 
‘0° all year. We start pansies, delphin-

tions, and one of the end sections is 
lowered to the bottom of the case and 
cuttings put there. They root best not 
so close to the light, whereas seedlings 
should be grown with the shelf in the 
top position. Since. we have both seed- 
lings and cuttings in our unit, we have 
used only “Daylite White” tubes from 
the manufacturer. Dr. Carleton discussed 
the types of light in his article and I 
shall not repeat. 

Many cuttings root under these ideal 
conditions. We now have a whole border 
of impatiens from one house plant, an 
edging of white candytuft for the peren- 
nial bec, a groundcover of English ivy— 
200 plants!—for a bare place, and plenty 
of phlox, bleeding heart, sedum and 
other perennials difficult from seed. 

African violet enthusiasts will find 
this the efficient method of increasing 
their stock. Some varieties have bloomed 
in two months from the time we put the 
leaves in. Tubers such as dahlias, cala- 
diums, tuberous begonias and gloxinias 
also get off to an excellent start in the 
unit. 

For a year and a half, our Start-A- 
Plant has been in constant operation. 
The perennials were followed by ‘snap- 
dragon. primula and cineraria for the 
greenhouse, then came cuttings from 
shrubs, evergreens and choice annuals. 
In January. the annuals were planted, 
and tuberous begonias and gloxinias. 

We consider it inexpensive, since we 
enjoy more and better plants at lower 
Operating costs are about $2.00 
per month and the light burns twenty- 
four hours a day. We are using the ori- 
ginal tubes. 

Amateur gardening must be fun and 
not a chore, and the gardener wants 
some measure of success. Equipment like 
this gives greater returns for the time 
spent, and increases the owner’s oppor- 
tunity to own and enjoy more of the 
beauties of the plant world.

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The Chinese Primrose 


By ESTHER T. LATTING, (N. H.) 


HIS charming winter-blooming plant 
was introduced into England about 


1820 where it was first grown as a ten- 
der garden plant. Later improved forms 
of the Chinese primrose were developed 
as greenhouse plants and they are used 
entirely for that purpose here. 

There is much variation in both color 
and form. Pure white or shades of pink. 
blue, or red in fringed or crested and 
star shaped as well as the simpler orig- 
inal form may be found to suit the taste 
of any indoor gardener. 

Best of all, the plants are easily raised 
from seed and, with a little foresight, one 
may have hundreds for the price of one 
plant purchased in bloom from the 
florist. 

The seeds should be started early in- 
doors as it takes from nine months to a 
year to get good blooming-sized plants. 
Ordinary potting soil does very well to 
start the seeds and is less apt to bring 
about “damping off” than a richer soil. 
Fill the pots or flats to within ¥% inch 
of the edge to insure good ventilation 
around the seedlings when they appear, 
which should be in two or three weeks. 
After planting the seed thinly, barely 
cover it with a thin sifting of sand and 
water, either with a fine spray or by 
standing the container in water until the 
surface of the soil appears moist. Cover 
with glass or a newspaper and put where 
the temperature will remain constant 
and not too warm. Be sure they don’t 
dry out but don’t keep them too wet, 
either. 

As soon as the seeds germinate, remove 
the covering. They do best in a light 
situation with little or no sun. An east 
window where they get early morning 
sun is ideal. They will also do well in 
south or west windows if a thin curtain 
is between them and the direct sunlight. 

When the little plants have three or 
four leaves, they should be transplanted 
to flats and placed about one and a half 
inches apart. A soil of equal parts of 
leaf mold and sand is good for them at 
this stage. As soon as they become 
crowded, they should be moved to 2- or 
214-inch pots. 

After all danger of frost is past, the 
plants will do well if put out under 
tree where they get a little early morn- 
ing sun, If the pots are placed in a flat 
with peatmoss packed around them, it 
helps to prevent their drying out. Be 
sure to keep them adequately watered 
and repot in larger pots when necessary. 

By fall they should be good sized 
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plants ready to start blooming. It may 
seem a lot of trouble but you will be 
well repaid during the winter with win- 
dows full of cheery There 
probably will be more plants than one 


blossoms. 


window gardener can handle but they 
make lovely Christmas gifts and there 


are many times when a plant will say 
more to a friend in trouble than words 
can express. 

During most of the winter. they will 
flourish in east. west. or south windows 
but towards spring. as the heat of the 


sun grows in intensity. they will begin 
to wilt in the west and south windows 


and should be moved to north or east 
ones. 

Through the summer. they may be 
kept in these windows or put outdoors

under a tree with the seedlings. The 
plants will grow in size and the crowns 
will multiply. They may be carefully 
divided in the same way as their more 
kardy cousins in the garden and this is 
a good way to increase desirable ones. 

The Chinese primrose have a 
somewhat flat-topped cluster, or 
the blossom heads may be pyramidal and 
elongated in shape. Double-flowered 
forms exist. in various shapes and colors, 
and of various degrees of doubling. So 
there is variety among the plants, along 
with their other merits, and a really beau- 
tiful array of the most desirable 
may be had in a few years.

Four Perennials 


By VENA DOWBRIDGE, (Me.) 


HE first week of July brings to my 

rock garden a color combination that 

is hard to beat. Even the riot of 
spring bulbs, primroses, violas, daphne, 
pulmonaria and other early flowers. does 
not surpass the display made by four 
easily grown July-blooming perennials. 

One of these four perennials is Eri- 
geron speciosus. Its flat daisy-like flowers 
of soft lavender, with dull yellow cen- 
ters combine beautifully with another 
July dependable, Geranium sanguineum. 
The inch-wide saucers of the geranium 
resemble nothing so much as_ minia- 
ture editions of wild roses. 

Nearby are several plants of Cam- 
panula glomerata acaulis. Erigeron and 
geranium are about the same height, not

over a foot, while the campanula varies 
from 3 inches to even 18 inches, rarely; 
as a rule it keeps to 6 and 8 inches and 
is rich purple blue in color. Spikey in 
effect, the flowers stay in bloom for a 
couple of weeks or more. 

Then for accent. both as to color and 
general shape, there is Pentstemon bar- 
batus torreyi. Don’t let the name 
frighten you; this is a lovely coral red 
perennial. It forms a glossy-leaved ro- 
sette close to the ground from which 
rises a spike of tubular fuzzy-mouthed 
flowers. Several of these, placed near 
the afore-mentioned three, make a quar- 
tet that will satisfy the “eye for color” 
of the most demanding. You may be sure 


that if you plant these in your rock 


garden, you will look forward to the first 
weeks of July, and have no reason to be- 
wail the lack of color at that time.

Bloom All Season 


By MRS. C. W. VALLETTE 


Ohio area are easy to find, once we 

look. This roundup was made in 
answer to a query by Mrs. E. C. Burke; 
it includes only bulbs and _ perennials, 
and it by no means exhausts the pos- 
sibilities. 

In March, such bulbs as chionodoxa, 
crocus, galanthus and scilla show color. 
A few early violets can be depended on, 
as can early Johnny-jump-ups and Helle- 
borus orientalis. 

In April, species tulips such as Red 
Emperor open with the earliest daffodils. 
Other tulips and narcissus. will bloom as 
these fade. Then we can have such 
stand-bys as hyacinths and grape hya- 
cinths, star-of-Bethlehem, trillium and 
most violets, also primroses, English 
daisies and Virginia bluebells; or we 
might try the less frequently seen actaea, 
alchemilla, erythronium and townsendia. 
Certainly we want perennial alyssum, 
arabis, Phlox subulata, early saxifrage 
and adonis. 

May is tulip month, with narcissus, 
lily-of-the-valley, myosotis and doronicum 
adding their colors. Columbine, iberis, 
geum. anthemis, Dianthus caesius and D. 
deltoides should be added. Then there 
are Centaurea montana, oenothera, ori- 
ental poppies, peonies, Linum perenne 
and thermopsis. 

In June, a host of companulas open. 
We also look for delphinium, tall iris, 
lupine and late peonies. Coreopsis, gail- 
lardia, heuchera and hemerocallis are 
dependable. Consider the lilies—L. ele- 
gans, dauricum, candidum and regale. 

Midsummer—July, August and early 
September—sees a riot of bloom from 
hollyhocks, beebalm, phlox, canna, heli- 
anthus, gladiolus, dahlias. rudbeckia, 
platycodon, goldenglow and such lilies 
as L. auratum and tigrinum. Asclepias, 
bocconia, helianthus and Penstemon bar- 
batus will open in July. August high- 
lights are hosta, physostegia, helenium. 
September finds dahlias at their peak, 
mums beginning their main season, and 
late hemerocallis such as Autumn Sur- 
prise coming into bloom. 

In October, we still have many of the 
summer flowers, plus mums and asters. 
November still yields late flowers from 
pansies and Viola cornuta and mums, 
Iris stylosa (I. unguicularis) and Helle- 
‘borus niger blossom too. Even in winter, 
a little forcing will bring spring bulbs 
and such plants as astilbe and dwarf 
iris into bloom in the house!

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Hyacinth Shrub 


By PANSY M. BARNES, (Ia.) 


EVERAL years ago, our hyacinth 

shrubs (Xanthoceras  sorbifolium) 
had a bountiful crop of seeds in fall. So 
we decided to try growing some of these 
lovely plants from seed. Eventually 
xanthoceras grows as high as 15 feet. 
The l-inch flowers are white with a yel- 
low or red blotch at the petal’s base. 
These are borne in racemes in May. 

The seeds were big fat black shiny 
fellows somewhat like horse-chestnuts, 
each with a white dot. They were en- 
cased in attractive large green pods 
which split into four sections. 

With visions of rows and rows of these 
beautiful shrubs, we prepared a cold- 
frame and planted the seeds soon after 
they had ripened. To our great disap- 
pointment. only a few little plants had 
appeared by mid-spring. 

Investigation showed the reason. The

Gladiolus 


T hardly seems possible that a year 
has passed since we looked forward 
to 1949 and the pleasures to be ex- 

perienced with the unfolding of each 
new variety of gladiolus. Had we known 
the problems that were to appear as a 
result of the weatherman’s leaning 
toward drought and heat, we might have 
been tempted to take a different view. 

Nevertheless, the gladiolus made fur- 
ther strides. The seedlings which were 
displayed across the country bear evi- 
dence that 1950 and succeeding years 
have much in store for back-yard grower 
and fancier alike. 

The growing season of 1949 was not 
conducive to proper evaluation of new 
varieties or to further testing of the old. 
Unfavorable weather conditions, how- 
ever, accomplished one thing if nothing 
more. If a variety flourished during a 
drought ranging from 45 to 60 days and 
under extreme temperatures of 90° to 
105°, it is suitable for listing in any 
catalogue! 

Appraising 424 named varieties and 
seedlings—the number in my garden 
last year—under such conditions was not 
an easy task. Of one thing you may be 
certain; they all grew under like condi- 
tions and endured the same hardships. 

In view of the weather, I still wonder 
at the quality of the many shows I at- 
tended from the Eastern Seaboard to the 
Midwest. Knowing that extra care of 
growing plants would be required, at- 
tention was lavished in many quarters 
and the resultant blooms bore testimony 


‘that the gladiolus well rewards the pains- 


taking grower. 
In past months I have been frequently 
asked, “What new varieties and seed-

lings appear outstanding?” The answer 
entails some explanation. If I respond 
“X Y Z.” the retort is invariably, “I grew 
it but found it quite similar to ‘A B C@’ 
which was in my patch years ago,” or 
“It grew only fairly well for me.” If I 
mention a seedling, the response is gen- 
erally. “When will it be introduced?” 

Accordingly. in my attempt to review 
and preview I keep in mind that the new 
variety. if it is to be mentioned, must pos- 
sess merits uncommon to its older 
counterpart. Furthermore a seedling, re- 
gardless of quality, is of slight interest 
until named and made available. Operat- 
ing under this code, some outstanding 
new gladiolus may go overlooked because 
I was unaware of its naming and regis- 
tration, or space did not permit me to 
grow it. 

Speaking generally, I would say that 
1949 showed further evidence that inter- 
est is not centered in the large sized 
floret but has been diffused to all 
classes. Wherever one’s interest lies, a 
new variety will capture his imagination. 
And the more I work with the judges at 
various shows, the more convinced I be- 
come that 1950 will see more grand 
championship spikes selected from out- 
side the 500 class than in any previous 
year.

I have 
grown this in quantity under seedling 
number. Requiring but 73 days to bloom 
from cold storage, it was one of the ear- 
liest spikes in my plantings. In the 306 
class, Leisure shades to light yellow in 
the throat. It consistently produces 20- 
bud spikes with seven open ruffled fiorets 
and four or five others showing color. 


BARBARA ANN Scort is not too well 
known or widely grown. This Canadian 
origination further proved my 1948 com- 
ments in FLower Grower with respect 
to quality. The five-inch ruffled florets 
are cream with a greenish flush, the 
lower petal having a rose midrib. Spikes 
are straight and strong; foliage is dark. 


La BELLE is a dignified cream with 
slightly deeper cream throat. Although 
I grew only a few bulbs. I am sure 
it will appeal for holding open florets in 
prime condition when cut and for vigor. 


La VALLE produced one of the finest 
spikes in my garden in 1949, A beautiful 
ruffed light cream, with small orange 
throat marks, it opened as many as nine 
florets. Spikes were straight and strong.

Begonia Roundup 


Notes Gleaned from Round Robin Letters

A California robinite uses the Rose- 
croft solution recommended by the late 
Alfred D. Robinson to soften hard water. 
He used % ounce of super-saturated 
alum to one gallon of water—a formula 
originally worked out for azalea or rho- 
dodendron seedlings. 

Through trial and error robin mem- 
bers have also found that fibrous begonias 
need more water than rex begonias and 
rex Lavender Glow needs less water 
than most other rexes which like mois- 
ture on their leaves but resent soggy root 
conditions. House-grown begonias ap- 
prove of a spray of tepid water two or 
three times a week. Take care not to let 
the sun touch the wet leaves for they'll 
blister. Never use cold water on begonias 
in winter. This chills the plant and 
causes the leaves to drop. 

Almost everyone who has grown house 
plants for a number of years has a 
favorite soil mixture. Begonia fanciers 
are no exception. A western New York 
Robin member uses woods soil which 
contains enough coarse sand to require 
nothing more than the addition of garden 
soil. She uses two parts woods soil to 
one part garden soil for fibrous, rex and 
rhizomatous kinds. For semperflorens be- 
gonias. woods soil used alone increased 
the size and quantity of the blossoms. 
With equal parts of woods and garden 
soil the sizes of the plants were smaller 
and with garden soil alone it resulted in 
a still smaller plant. When a top dress- 
ing of woods soil was added the plant 
responded with better growth. This 
robinite rated liquid cow manure as the 
best fertilizer. 

From a Colorado fan comes word that 
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Avoid sunlight on sprayed foliage, es- 
pecially with hairy leaved begonias.

a favorite soil mixture is peat, leafmold 
and compost in equal parts with a dash 
of soot. manure and = superphosphate. 
One of our Florida members mixes one 
bushel sifted leafmold, one bushel peat- 
moss. one bucket old cow manure, one 
bucket eompost and two quarts bone- 
meal. For a fertilizer, she uses a nutrient 
solution of yeast, blood meal and 5-8-12. 
This does not develop toxicity in long 
usage as fertilizers do. 

A letter from a New Jersey begonia 
addict tells of using soil from the bottom 
of the manure pit, woods soil and garden 
loam. in equal parts. Her fertilizer is 
liquid cow manure and she keeps a sup- 
ply of fresh soil on hand to top dress her 
plants in winter. A Connecticut member 
who grows superlative plants says she 
has no hard and fast rule but mixes ac- 
cording to “feel,” using oak leafmold,

loam with a dash of bonemeal, a little 
charcoal and some soot. Soot from chim- 
neys connected with oil burners should 
not be used, as one member learned to 
his sorrow. 
Information from 
that chimney, soot from a wood burning 


Oregon indicates 
stove is beneficial in the potting soil. 
This member also mixes a handful of 
soot in a gallon of water and uses this 
on her seedlings once a week. For mature 
plants use. one teaspoonful to a 4-inch 
pot, stirred into the topsoil and watered 
in. Soot stimulates growth, improves 
color of foliage and flowers and repels 
soil dwelling pests. For flower beds, use 
one pound for each 30 square feet. 

A Maine member, who has a small 
greenhouse, mixes one part soil, one part

Treasury of Garden Books 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles Holton Have Assembled 


Some Jewels of Horticultural Literature 


N Essex Fells, N. J., there’s a treasured 

collection of garden books that 

would cause the palest of ‘pale green 
thumbs to start leafing through pages. 
It’s owned by Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. 
Holton, and it represents a quarter of a 
century's collecting here and in England. 

The whole garden and house are full 
of interest, but a volume could be written 
about the books alone. It’s. hard to get 
to the horticultural library, there are so 
many other things to see! Distractions 
start in the foyer, where an old glassed 
bookcase houses such delights as a first

edition of “Alice in Wonderland,” the 
original serialized “David Copperfield,” 
and books signed by Shelley, Tennyson 
and Emerson. 

Then in the long, sunny library are 
the “original Holtons,” books written, 
illustrated and even bound by members 
of the family. The Holtons have made 
up a volume recording each of their ex- 
tensive travels, with Mrs. Holton supply- 
ing the text and Mr. Holton the beauti- 
ful photographs. For each country 
visited, an material was

so a volume about Cuba is covered with 
alligator skin, one about Central America 
with vivid Guatemalan fabric, the account 
of their South Sea adventures in

When fanned out at an angle, however, 
a picture shows up on the page edges, 
and at another angle, a different pic- 
ture is revealed! 

However, let’s get back to the library 
and to the garden books. Five hundred 
of them have been gathered together in 
floor-to-ceiling shelves. Officially, this is 
Mr. Holton’s department, but Mrs. 
Holton reviews books for the National 
Council of State Garden Clubs and has 
long been an avid gardener, so she takes 
very much more than a passing interest 
in it. 

The gem of all the garden books is 
here. This is a first edition of one of 
the earliest horticultural books ever 
printed in English, Parkinson’s _ re- 
nowned “A Garden of Pleasant Flowers.” 
Printed in 1609, complete with elaborate 
dedication, old spellings, and _pains- 
takingly beautiful engravings, it contains 
so many quaint and curious words of 
wisdom that the temptation is to go no 
farther with one’s browsing but to sit 
down and read Mr. Parkinson straight 
through. 

There are other treasures to be seen, 
however: first editions of the works of 
Gertrude Jekyll, for instance. Turning 
over the pages and looking at the photo- 
graphs in “Gardens and Garden Orna- 
ment” and “Gardens for Small Country 
Homes” printed in the early nineteenth 
century, we are taken back in imagina- 
tion to old estate gardens with fountains 
and pools and pergolas, but Mr. Holton 
attests to the fact that Miss Jekyll’s 
writing has more than historical inter- 
est. Much of the great landscape de- 
signer’s information is timeless. 

Perhaps even more interesting than 
the Jekyll books historically is Hum- 
phrey Repton’s “Landscape Gardening,” 
written in 1803. Mr. Holton enjoys 
Repton’s wry humor and his some- 
times acid comments on fashions in de- 
sign almost as much as he does the 
unique illustrations in this book. The 
illustrations are an idea the ingenious 
Repton thought up himself. He first had 
a picture made of the property “as is” — 
the before view. Then, he invented a 
kind of cutout to be placed over the 
“before” picture, showing the improve- 
ments. For instance, when he wanted 
to convince a client that a pool should 
be moved, the cutout that went down 
over the picture showed instead a lawn 
and a gracefully curving small valley. 
Looking at the pictures has the fascina- 
tion of playing with paper dolls, with 
the legitimate excuse that they also dis- 
play some design ideas graphically. 

Fortunately, newer editions of the 
Jekyll and Repton classics have been 
brought out, so that gardeners can find 
them in libraries and even perhaps lo- 
cate them in bookstores. “Gardens for

Tips for Northern Gardeners

S you relax with the catalogues thes 
chilly February evenings. bette 
make out your orders for the ne 

rose bushes to be planted in April an 
May. Some of the better varieties a1 
not too plentiful, and it is “first come 
first served” on the orders. Other iten

HOUSE PLANTS are apt to be a bit 
seedy looking after three or four month- 
in the dry heat of the home. Hot regis 
ters and radiators are not inducive t 
healthy luxurious growth. About this 
time house plants begin to make som 
new growth in anticipation of spring 
but unless the plant food in the soil of 
the pots has been replenished from tim: 
to time new growth will not be very 
strong. A pound or two of fertilizer from 
the local seed store will go a long way

recommended amount into water or use 
one heaping teaspoonful to a quart of 
water, and feed this to the plants once a 
week. Ivies. dracaenas, dieffenbachia 
and any other plants with firm hard 
foliage benefit from an occasional syring- 
ing with plain water. Syringing cleans 
off dust and freshens up the plants but 
be careful not to break or bruise 
branches. 


INSECTS are sometimes a problem. 
Spray with rotenone or nicotine through 
an atomizer or a small house fly-type 
sprayer. Bugs to look for are plant lice 
(aphids). mealy bug, scale and red 
spider. When badly infested, several 
sprays at ten-day intervals may be neces- 
sary. Small bottles of spray for this pur- 
pose are available in the store. Be sure 
to follow the directions, for too strong a 
solution can do considerable damage. 


TREE AND SHRUB PRUNING can 
be started this month if weather per- 
mits and if you have the urge to be 
working outdoors. It is an important joly 
that has to be done every year and it 
should be completed by mid-April. Good 
pruning tools are essential. I like snap- 
cut pruning shears, a sharp keyhole saw 
for getting into close quarters, and a 
heavier saw that is occasionally neces- 
sary for removing heavy wood from 
older trees. 


FRUIT TREES, both standard and 
dwarf. need pruning to open them up so 
that there can be good air circulation 
when the trees are in full leaf. Do not 
make large open spaces, particularly in 
the center of the tree. This is sometimes 
done to cut down the height of a tree 
but it lays the tree open to sun scald. 
Remove only part of it at a time so that 
there will still be some shade protection. 
Remove all branches that grow across 
the inside of the trees, and when two 
branches rub remove one of them. 
Branches that rub are weakened and 
break too easily when carrying fruit. 
Remove sucker growth that comes from 
the base of the trees and from the main 
trunk, but occasionally a sucker growth 
can be allowed to grow to fill in a hole 
on a weak side of the tree. Do not leave 
pruned stumps of branches. Cut clean 
and close to the branch that is left and 
paint all large wounds, preferably with 
a tree antiseptic paint. 


YOUNG FRUIT TREES should be 
studied carefully before removing any 
wood. Remove very weak growth and 
thin out the plant if the growth is too 
thick. Shorten back long growths to 
make them branch and to even up the 
shape of the tree. Periodically, farm 
bureaus have a demonstration of prun- 
ing so if you have a number of trees to 
prune it might be worth while to contact 
the bureau or the County Farm Agent. 





TREES GIRDLED by mice during the 
winter, should have strong growths 
pruned from the trees to use for bridg- 
ing grafts between the roots and the 
upper part of the tree. It is a good plan 
to save several of the strong growths in 
case you might need them for this pur- 
pose. To keep these cions dormant, bury 
them in the ground. They will not be 
used until April. 

ESPALIER FRUIT TREES sare 
pruned by cutting back all new growth 
to one or two eyes from the spur. When 
spurs become too large or decayed, 
pieces of the spurs should be cut out 
and the dead wood removed. Remove 
sucker growth. 


GRAPES grown cordon style are 
pruned back like the espalier trees. 
However, grown as ramblers over a trel- 
lis the weak growth must be removed 
and only strong wood is tied in. Prun- 
ing can be quite severe on rambler 
grapes because they throw a lot of 
growth from side buds. 


BLUEBERRIES. Young plants need 
little pruning. Older plants should have 
the crowded twiggy growth removed and 
then the young growth will bear the 
fruit. It is on the young growth the 
large berries are produced. 


CURRANTS AND GOOSEBERRIES. 
All new growth and about 2/3 of the 
length of the new wood should be re- 
moved, When strong growths come from 
the base of the shrub, I allow them to 
grow and permit them to take the place

of older pieces. Young wood is more 
vigorous and carries a better crop of 
superior fruit. Replacing old wood with 
new healthy wood makes for longer life 
for the plant, and a healthier plant too. 


RASPBERRIES AND BLACKBER- 
RIES. Remove old canes and weak canes, 
and thin out the plants enough to permit 
good air circulation when they are in 
full leaf. Cut back lateral growth of 
the blackberries 3 to 9 inches, depending 
on how close the canes are. Cutting 
back lateral growth cuts down on the 
number of berries, but greatly improves 
their size. Raspberry canes should be 
cut back to 4 or 5 feet in height. Our 
raspberries and blackberries are sup- 
ported by being tied to wires strung be- 
tween heavy posts set in along the line 
of bushes. 

Raspberries are susceptible to mosaic 
disease. When seemingly healthy plants 
do not produce fruit, mosaic is usually 
the cause. When this disease is active 
the fruit sets but instead of ripening it 
just dries up and is useless. I know of 
no cure. The only thing to do is de- 
stroy the lot. Pull them out and burn 
up both canes and roots. Plant the new 
bushes in another part of the garden as 
far away as possible from where the old 
ones were. It is also advisable to plant 
varieties that are listed as immune or 
resistant to mosaic. Indian Summer is 
a recommended variety. 


FLOWERING SHRUBS need some 
thinning out and some pruning each

OT long ago we discovered the annual 
African dajsy, dimorphotheca. We 
were tempted to try it only because the 
flowers packet

which we had given up growing after 
unsuccessful attempts. 

In early April the seeds of dimérpho- 
theca were planted in a prepared space

looked poor to our jaundiced eyes. Per- 
haps the soaking was of some benefit for 
germination seemed to be almost one 
hundred percent perfect. 

After the plants had developed four to 
six leaves we transplanted them to a 
well-drained border with a southern ex- 
posure, wide open to the sun. The soil 
in which they were planted was stony 
and contained no compost, fertilizer or 
other enrichment of any kind. They were 
transplanted during an unusual dry spell 
and we immediately applied a heavy 
mulch of sawdust which was later sup- 
plemented by grass clippings. 

Quite by accident we broke the main 
stems of two of the plants. From this 
we learned a valuable lesson. Dimorpho- 
theca reacted in a splendid manner by 
sending out auxiliary shoots which 
caused the individual plants to form a 
spread of one to two feet in diameter. 

Dimorphotheca has dull green, serrated 
leaves sparsely spaced along the stem. 
The buds open at the ends and along 
these stems and look like single daisies 
in white, lemon, orange, salmon or pink. 
Our flowers spread a constant carpet of 
bloom over a bed of 20 square feet and 
we found them fine for cutting when they 
were not yet fully open. Sometimes the 
blossoms were beautifully banded. Be- 
ginning from the dark-eyed center there 
were concentric bands of brown-yellow 
and gray-brown, particularly on the 
white flowers. Each petal was broadly 
rounded at the tip and closely aligned 
with the petal next to it. Some of the 
flowers, especially those of lemon yellow. 
had petals that were sharply pointed at 
their tips. Some plants developed more 
slowly than others so we had bloom 
through June, July and August and 
several isolated plants continued bloom- 
ing into November. 





Hollyhock= 
Old But Charming

S°WW/HY, it looks like an hibiscus,” 

said an admirer of the tropical- 
looking bloom. But when she had ob- 
served it more closely, she said, “But 
it’s only an old hollyhock.” That’s the 
reaction many of us have to this familiar 
flower. 

Nimble-fingered people use the beauti- 
ful florets for very “dressy” corsages. 
Flower arrangers float them in low bowls 
to resemble glamourous waterlilies. And 
many a gardener has looked up at the 
tall spikes outdoors and thought their 
individual blooms remarkably exotic for 
such simple plants. 





Hollyhocks continue to be well liked. 


Indian Spring, the All-America Se- 
lections silver medal winner of 1943, 
deserves better placement than in the 
alleys and odd corners where older 
kinds often waste their charms. This 
single or semi-double variety in clear 
shades of pink, can be started indoors 
in March, for flowers in August, so it 
is often listed as an annual. The double 
perennial varieties, too, are chosen for 
prominent placement in borders and 
along fences. The fluffy blossoms, the 
wide range of colors and the compact 
growth recommend them over single 
varieties. 

Still, hollyhocks are old-fashioned 
and familiar, and probably at their 
best in cottagey settings. They grow 
well in any sunny, well-drained spot. 
Seeds sprout readily. Sown in March, 
even the perennial kinds will bloom some 


time in August the first year, but ex- 
perts say hollyhocks started in June and 
left to grow a year before flowering are 
healthier. 

Seedlings are easy to move when 
small. Big plants will survive even if 
only a piece of the long taproot is dug 
up intact, provided it has a good batch 
of fibrous roots along with it. 

Some warnings are made by the ex- 
perts about the dangers of frost heaving 
and erosion of the soil around the roots, 
so the crowns undoubtedly need protec- 
tion in a few places. Rust is another 
threat, and an ugly one. Powdered sul- 
phur controls it. Plenty of sun on the 
leaves and good spacing will help. 


Galtonia Candicans= 
The Summer Hyacinth

HE summer hyacinth or galtonia has 

been grown in gardens for many 
years. Older gardeners perhaps know it 
as hyacinthus, which it was formerly 
called, but many new gardeners are un- 
familiar with this bulb which has al- 
ways been admired for its beautiful 
flowers. 

Galtonia is a South African bulb be- 
longing to the great family of Liliaceae, 
but it is not a true lily. The bulb is 
large and tunicated. The fleshy leaves 
which arise from the base are about four 
to six feet long and lance-shaped. The 
round stem which bears the bloom is 
sometimes as high as four feet. About 
20 to 30 white drooping bells grow at 
the top of the stem in a loose cluster 
from 6 to 12 inches long. Each flower

HE decorative use of plants is be- 

coming more and more a part of home 

furnishing. Interiors have become 
simpler and more practical, and the ac- 
centuating plants ought to keep up with 
this trend. We need streamlined species 
of simple form whose beauty will blend 
with the modern building, with the new 
well-lighted rooms, the masses of color 
and bold lines of modern interiors. 

Also, the pace of modern life makes 
people desire plants that will take care 
of themselves. Few plant families have 
as many marvelous forms in both line 
and color or as much adaptability as 
one scarcely known group, the 
bromeliads or bromels. 

The bromeliads have martiaged for so 
many centuries under adverse conditions 
n their native jungle penthouse or 
rocky mountain home, that they have 
ittained a simplified life. As house 
plants they require the minimum of care 
nd attention. 

Although for the past five decades 
they have béen used in Europe to grace 
many homes, only now are we in this 
country realizing their value. Bromeliads 
peak to you in the new idiom. They 
ike their place with modern pottery 
nd sculpture. Their individual forms 


does 


re like living sculptured pieces. 

We are fondest of plants with distinc- 
ve “body contour” and a patterned leaf. 
he very best is Aechmea marmorata, 


the “Grecian Vase,” that exceptionally 
classic creation in plant life. As an 
ultra-modern form it deserves a narrow 
niche or a pedestal. The “Grecian Vase” 
rouses the most dormant observer. It 
expresses the essence of dignity, restraint 
and purity of form. 

Besides producing its own flowers on 
a pink and blue spray in May, it serves 
as a living vase. It holds a considerable 
amount of water between its leaves, and 
makes an ample receptacle for cut 
flowers. 

Aechmea fasciata looks like a piece of 
sculpture. A “woven” horizontal white 
thread pattern enriches the green leaves, 
which arch and whorl in a formal rosette 
not exactly equalled in any other brome- 
liad. It can be used most effectively as 
an individual piece, displayed as you 
might a choice Chinese urn, a focal 
point in bold form. It will blend any- 
where that a pleasing green can be al- 
lowed, and where doesn’t a good green 
fit? 

The rather stiff leaves and the urn- 
like shape of this aechmea make it de- 
cidedly suitable as a living vase. An 
added fascination in late summer is the 
long-lasting pyramidal flower head with 
delicate pink bracts enclosing sky-blue 
blooms. It’s bound to have a revolu- 
tionary effect on your friends. 

Billbergia leptopoda should be in- 
cluded as a “body contour” plant al-

though, because it is slightly humorous, 
it is a bit more informal than those 
mentioned above. Its formality, however, 
is relieved because each leaf curls under, 
giving the appearance of a well done 
hairdressing job. Everybody enjoys call- 
ing it the “Permanent Wave” plant. It 
has proven to be a house plant par 
excellence, having been tested in a resi- 
dence for over a year and a half with the 
minimum amount of water and light. 
Above all, it is a curiosity, delightful in 
its simple perkiness. 

All bromeliads are more or less formal, 
but some can be found for an informal, 
cozy interior. Their lovely leaves are 
particularly notable, and they need be 
considered mainly for their year-round 
appearance rather than for tha@ir flowers. 

The mottled pattern of Aechmea 
orlandiana or one of its hybrids, such 
as Aechmea hybrid “Bert,” is bizarre, 
without equal or rival in the world of 
plants. The up-turned green leaves, em- 
bossed with black and maroon splotches, 
give a zebra effect that is quite stunning 
with modern or period furniture. At 
maturity a dashing and colorful accent, 
the orange flower head holding white 
flowers, pops up from the “basket” of 
leathery leaves. 

Aechmea miniata discolor is a lovely 
semi-formal rosette of luscious satin- 
green leaves with wine-red undersides; 
the two-toned color is perfect in a room 
having wine, mulberry, or maroon colors. 
In spring an 8-inch cluster of gay red 
berries tipped by lovely blue flowers

Before our eyes, these riches vanish. 
With them go the creatures of the wild, 
which find their habitat radically changed 
before communities have any idea what 
is happening.

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Miniature Roses 


of the Rose Family 


BOUT 1830 a Colonel Roulet found 
an exceedingly small rose growing 
in a pot on the windowsill of a Swiss 

cottage. The Colonel immediately in- 
formed a friend, the botanist M. Henri 
Correvon, and cuttings were obtained 
from the plant which was estimated 
to be 150 years old at the time. 

Although this rose was not officially in- 
troduced until about 1922, there ap- 
peared in Paris, in 1831, a rose Pompon 
de Paris, that was practically identical. 
As it grows in my garden I can note no 
difference and I am convinced that they 
are one and the same rose. 

Rose nurseryman Jan de Vink of Bos- 
koop. Holland believed there would be a 
ready market for these miniature roses if 
they were available in different colors. 
In 1930 he made his first attempt to 
cross them with other roses and today we 
may thank him for the several desirable 
varieties he has originated as well as 
for the incentive he has given other hy- 
bridizers to work with them. Eventually 
the color range will be greater than it is 
today and as they become better known 
they should attain great popularity. 

The term “miniature rose” is some- 
what confusing and an attempt should be 
made to clarify the subject. To avoid con- 
fusion and disappointment it might be 
well to consider only Rosa rouletti and 
its offspring as being true miniatures and 
to place the other dwarf roses such as 
the dwarf polyanthas,: centifolias, chinas, 
etc. in the class to which they belong. 
Although many of these are miniature 
when compared to other members of 
their family, they are considerably bigger 
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This gives a good idea of the diminutive size of Pixie rose which is “th 
world’s tiniest double white rose.” It shows a pink tinge in cool weath:

than the Rosa rouletti clan and, under 
some conditions, become quite large 
plants. 

As considerable doubt surrounds the 
exact origin of Rosa rouletti, I do not be- 
lieve that anyone will take serious issue 
with my assertion that it is apparently a 
miniature form of Rosa chinensis minima. 
Whether it was a mutation or caused by 
environment or by the manipulation of 
the Chinese or Japanese, who are quite 
expert in creating miniature plants, I do 
not know. 

It is quite apparent that the original

Rosa chinensis minima, or Lawrenciana 
rose, as described by earlier writers was 
somewhat larger in growth than rouletti 
as we know it today. In fact, in my gar- 
den R. chinensis minima attains a height 
of one foot whereas rouletti. planted in 
the same bed. does not exceed 6 inches. 
Other than in size of plant and blossom 
they are identical and we can safely as- 
sume that one is a dwarf form of the 
other. 

The majority of these miniature roses 
are dependably hardy in most sections of 
the country but, as the root system is 
comparatively small. they should be 
mulched to prevent heaving during peri- 
ods of alternate thawing and freezing 
weather. 

Like other members of the China rose 
family they bloom freely during the sum- 
mer and autumn. Many of us who must 
have roses throughout the year have dis- 
covered that they are ideal pot plants and 
will bloom profusely during the winter 
if grown in a rather cool and moist at- 
mosphere. In fact they are a group ol 
roses that never seem to tire or require a 
rest. I have transferred them from the 
garden to pots in the fall and reversed 
the procedure in the spring and they 
have bloomed continuously for several 
years. 

They are of especial appeal to the 
apartment house lover who can 
create a rose garden in miniature by 
planting several of them in an outdoor 
window. box. The major purpose ‘or 
which they are fitted, however. is as 
border or edging plants, or in the rock 
garden.

Mrs. W. C. Maxwell (N. H.)— 


This berry grows here in sphagnum bogs 
and is much sought by summer guests from 
the United States and elsewhere in Canada. 
It is good uncooked and also makes excellent 
jam. It is Rubus chamaemorus, commonly 
called fogberry, cloudberry or baked-apple 
berry. My information is taken from “A 
List of Vascular Plants of Grand Manan, 
New Brunswick, Canada” compiled by C. A. 
Weatherby and John Adams for the Gray 
Herbarium of Harvard University—Mnrs. 
Nocan Urguart (New Brunswick, Canada) 


The berry referred to is Rubus chamaemo- 
rus, called the bakeapple-berry, cloudberry 
or molka. Service men and women will re-

member this delicacy if they were visitors 
in Newfoundland during the past war. The 
yellow berries are served with cream. They 
are available in cans from J. V. Payne, Cow 
Head, Newfoundland—Henry C. Nye 
(N. Y.) 


I am wondering if this yellow berry is 
Rubus chamaemorus, the cloudberry or 
baked-apple berry. I have seen this fruit in 
the mountains of New Hampshire and know 
it is found in Maine. Abundant in New- 
foundland and Labrador where it is pre 
served by the natives, it is common also to 
the Scottish moors and Finland. At the 
proper season in the markets in Helsinki the 
fruit is often offered for sale-—Haro.p 6.

Fuchsias and Azaleas

Fuchsias should be kept on the dry side 


in the basement or cellar but not allowed 
to freeze or dry out completely. When 
weather has become warm in the _ spring 


they can be planted in the open or repotted 
into rich soil. Make this from 3 each leaf- 
mold, sand and garden soil, adding a hand- 
ful of sheep or dry chicken manure to each 
bushel. Two handfuls of bonemeal, 
and horn dust may be used instead. 

Tender azaleas in cold sections are

Gotp CHEvRON, a clear yellow, deeply 
laciniated and with pointed petals, boasts 
a long list of show awards. Sturdy and a 
consistently fine grower it’s a worthy ad- 
dition to the 310 class. 


SUNDANCE won several blue ribbons 
for me, in keen competitions. A ruffled 
medium clear yellow. it seemed unaf- 
fected by the weather. It opens six to 
nine blooms on a long flower head. 


Brown Eyes won several awards for 
me in 1948. Lemon yellow with mahog- 
any blotch, this sturdy grower often 
opens eight ruffled florets, with seven 
more showing color. 


MARIONETTE was one of the most ap- 
pealing miniatures in 1949. The deeply 
ruffed, heavy textured florets are yel- 
low flushed with red, small, dainty and 
well placed on the graceful spikes. 


Orange Varieties 


Fine seedlings in this color class could 
be described, but are still unnamed. 
Several outstanding oranges should ap- 
pear in 1951. The 1949 shows gave us a 
good look at the best available. for the 
class was well filled with new varieties 
as well as such admirable performers as 
Daisy Mar. Trocapero and PatrRo..

Rep Go.p disregarded all handicaps 
last summer. With temperatures at their 
highest, and soil parched beyond descrip- 
tion, it produced perfect spikes of ex- | 
ceptional beauty. 


Rep TANAGER, a dark red lighted by a 
slightly rosy cast, should become most 
popular. This little fellow is healthy and 
uniform in growth. 


Nancy, a highly rated bright scarlet 
rose red, is a good commercial and ex- 
hibition variety. Blooms are well placed 
on spikes carrying 19 buds. I have seen 
seven open florets with four showing 
color. 


Of the more seasoned varieties in this 
color group, BLACK CHERRY was again 
a most Consistent winner for me and I 
continue to place it among my ten fa- 
vorite glads. PoINCIANA was another 
‘ood performer as was VELVET MANTLE 
nd ATTATURK, the latter of Dutch origin.

deeper shade, is in the 360 class and may 
be recommended for its decorative value. 


TIvoLI, one of the truly good Dutch 
originations of the past few years, is a 
warm rose pink. Straight spikes boast 
six to eight open, well placed and at- 
tached florets. 


Rae is a ruffled variety in the 400 class 
that attracted much attention in my 
patch. White at the base and lip, it has 
rose diffused through the bloom. On the 
basis of one year’s experience, it rated 
highly. 

Jotty Rocer is a ruffled, needle- 
pointed dark rose with scarlet shading 
and a darker blotch. Those of us who 
tested it in 1949 found it interesting. It 
should appeal to those who like husky 
specimens. 


Lavender Varieties 


PARTHIENA more than held its own at 
shows. I can attest to its recuperative 
powers after long-distance shipments. 
A new shade of deep lavender in the 
giant class, spikes will open six to eight 
florets with five or more showing color. 


Sunpay Best is one of the best new 
glads seen in several years. produced 
by careful hybridizing. A clean light 
lavender blending to deeper throat color- 
ing, this variety must be seen to be truly 
appreciated. It will open six to eight 
well attached florets on 25 to 30-inch 
flower heads, and in my opinion appears 
to be a “sure thing” for the commercial 
grower. Its list of winnings in the Mid- 
west is impressive. 


ForMALITY is a blush lavender with 
cream throat in the 366 class. Spikes 
give an extremely formal appearance, 
carry eight to ten open florets on 24- 
inch flower-heads. Its “A” rating as 
seedling in 1949, plus an American Home 
Achievement award at the International 
Show, attest to its quality. As one who 
requested its naming and introduction in 
1950, I cannot speak too well of For- 
mality. 


Bripat Orcuip will be difficult to beat. 
Ten giant open pastel lavender florets 
are not unusual. 


Fatcon had short spikes in my gar- 
den, but I blame this on conditions. Its 
beauty is reason enough for including 
it. A pleasing lavender with rose-dotted 
spear on the lower petals, a heavy mid- 
rib adds to- the attractiveness of recur- 
rent and fluted-edged florets. 


Traits ENp compelled attention of 
visitors to my garden and observers at 
shows. It is a delightful deep rose 
lavender with creamy yellow throat. 


Myrt_Le GRACE was among the earliest 
glads to bloom for me. A ruffled roseg 


lavender, it should become popular 
commercially.

Fo_KLore, a new orchid pink with 
creamy white throat, performed quite 
well for me. Spikes carry 18 to 20 buds 
with florets placed uniformly in double 
rows. 


Gait rated with the best light laven- 
ders in 1949 shows. A 466 class entrant, 
it produces stretchy spikes of seven o:1 
eight open florets with graceful recury- 
ing petals.

In recalling the new purple and vio- 
let glads, one variety, in addition to sev- 
eral good seedlings including Carlson’s 
4631 and Fisher’s 173-42, stands out in 
my mind—Sherwood. I have avoided 
superlatives, but am tempted to use them 
for Sherwood. Beautiful large purpl 
florets shading to a darker blotch are 
firmly attached to strong spikes which 
grow to a height of five feet. It holds 
well in water when cut and is my fa- 
vorite in this class for both commercial 
and exhibition purposes. 


DorotHy ARMSTRONG continues its ap- 
peal. A nicely ruffled, fluted purple glad, 
it made more friends in 1949. 

KEEFER is a real addition to the blue 
or bluish purple varieties and its ribbon 
of color shining forth from 51- to 6-foot 
spikes is a beautiful sight. 


In review, we should mention the 
older Rut Ann, Raver, Bue Bonne 
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fand Temptation. All won blue ribbons 
Hfor me in 1949. 


Ismoky Varieties 


Soutn Seas, though not a late intro- 


J duction, is a reliable smoky of somber 
7 coloring, its red throat feather giving suf- 


ficient lighting to make South Seas ap- 
pealing. 

Cuoctaw, a light orange chocolate with 
brown throat, and OKLAHOMA, a bluish 
gray lavender, were among the best older 
varieties. Good new smokies that were 
not teo widely grown and shown in 1949 
will come this year. 


Stormy WEATHER, though introduced 
in 1947, continues to be one of the finest 
among the smokies. 


Persian Ruc has marvelous coloring, 
shading from plum and lavender blue at 
the edges to rose and creamy yellow in 
the center. The name is most descrip- 
tive. 

SupAN, an excellent smoky, much ad- 
mired in my garden, is a sturdy grower. 
Its coloring blends from lavender blue 
to mahogany scarlet. Florets are ruffled 
and carried on 18-bud spikes. 


OpECHEE, a smoky old rose with lav- 
ender overlay and carmine feather on 
the lower florets, was a winner for me 
last summer. It 
popular. 


should become most 


Frosty, aptly named for the sheen that 
overlays the florets. is a smoky salmon 
orange, shading to a smoky edge and 
with fiery blotch. It is both beautiful 
and different. 


And with the smokies, another attempt 
to view the new against the background 
of the older, more fully tested varieties 
comes to an end. It is to be hoped that 
each variety mentioned will perform as 
well for you as it did in my test garden 
and that your 1950 gladiolus 
will be the best ever.

Vetiver in Vermont 


WEET vetiver (Vetiveria zizanioides), 

the plant beloved in the South for its 
light, refreshing fragrance, thrived in my 
Vermont garden this summer. A clump 
of this, or even a single plant, is worth 
tucking into an odd corner. 

Vetiver fragrance does not come from 
the undistinguished flowers, or from the 
long stiff leaves that look like the foliage 
of the house plant billbergia in a richer. 
darker green. No, the coveted part of 
this plant is the root.

(Continued from page 39) 


leafmold, a half part sand and a half 
part old cow manure plus a little bone- 
meal. Her favorite fertilizer is Electra, 
a New England product much like the 
English Clay’s fertilizer. She also uses 
4-12-4 with success. An Oregon corre- 
spondent has no oak leafmold in her vi- 
cinity so makes hers from the leaves of 
cottonwood, wild cherry, buckbrush and 
locust trees. One of our Nebraska mem- 
bers who grows unusually fine rexes 
uses 14 part each of loam, manure, sand 
and peat or leafmold, adding a little fish 
meal. Growers who live in or near the 
country can usually get all these mate- 
rials without much difficulty but an apart- 
ment dweller in Washington, D.C. must 
buy her leafmold at a drug store! For 
sand, she uses French’s bird gravel. 

Since begonias are chiefly tropical 
plants one would expect them to grow 
luxuriantly in Florida which is on the 
edge of the tropics. Yet Florida members 
have as many difficulties as the rest of us, 
although they may be different ones. The 
heavy rains do much damage to some 
kinds so glass houses are needed for 
them. 

One of our Florida members says the 
Woodriff hybrids do not grow well in her 
locality. But Coral Imp thrives and bears 
more than fifty flower stalks of charming 
coral-flushed buds and _ pinkish white 
flowers. The female flowers have green 
seed pods and are so much like Begonia 
speculata that she wonders whether it is 
a speculata child. B. New Hampshire 
has lost its variegated leaves in her 
garden and is now just a semperflorens. 

Another Florida member says most of 
her begonias are grown outdoors all year 
round, although her locality has some 
freezing weather. Then: the more tender 
plants, especially the rex begonias, must 
be brought inside. The semperflorens live 
outdoors all year protected with moss 


from: the trees when a freeze threatens. 
They grow and bloom well on the north 
side of the house—some planted in 


garden soil, some in boxes. Some are 
planted in leafmold, others in ordinary 
soil with top dressings of Vigoro. 

This, grower also reports that the dou- 
ble semperflorens will not stand crowd- 
ing and do not like the indcors. Some 
were brought in last winter for a couple 
of weeks but nearly died. They dropped 
their leaves and lost vigor. This was not 
caused by the heating system for there 
was none. When there is no rain this 
robin member uses water from the 
springs. 

A robinite in the southern part of the 
state has a 15-foot plant of Coralline de 
Lucerna growing in her yard. She uses a 
3-inch mulch of sawdust with success 
but some north Florida’ members. find 
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Individual Plastic Greenhouses!

sawdust kills their plants because the 
local supply is from pine trees and rain 
leaches out the raw turpentine. 

Another Florida member has_ two 
plants, both labelled B. popenoei. One is 
rhizomatous and has large light green 
leaves and seed capsules with an ex- 
tended wing. The flowers do not compare 
in beauty with those of the other plant 
which has an erect rootstalk. large hand- 
some white flowers and a similar seed 
capsule. The leaves of both plants have 
serrate edges and are not densely hairy 
as given in the description of B. popenoei. 
This fancier doubts whether either of 
these is the true B. popenoei, formerly 
called “Florida species.” although it is a 
native of Honduras where it was found 
by Paul Standley in 1927. 

All the rhizomatous begonias do well 
in this member’s Florida garden. She 
uses B. nigricans, B. fuscomaculata and 
B. nelumbiifolia in the 
garden. B. Washington Street was three 
feet high and in full bloom in early 
spring after blooming most of the winter. 
It is planted in a 6-inch shallow pan. B. 
Templini has colored wonderfully—a 
symphony in cream, pink and green. 
This too is planted in orchid fibre in a 
shallow pan. The Woodriff hybrid, Tea 
Rose begonia, has been one of her most 
delightful plants, full of fragrant blos- 
soms since it was a tiny plant. This is a 
different experience with Woodriff hy- 
brids than another Florida robinite re- 
ported. 

A cutting of B. Bessie Buxton which 
this member received last fall started 
blooming within two months and quickly 
grew to 18 inches in height. It is far bet- 
ter, she thinks, than B. feasti of which it 
is supposed to be a hybrid. It has finer 
flowers and is more floriferous 
longer periods. Many northern growers 
report difficulty with this plant.

I have a report on two interesting be- 
gonias which other fans might like to 
grow. Begonia rotundifolia is a true mini- 
ature about 6 high with 
rhizomes only 14 inch in diameter. From 
these rhizomes which hang gracefully over 
the edge of the pot. spring the round, 
bright green leaves with tiny, scalloped 
edges. They are from 1 to 2 inches in 
diameter, borne on 4- to 5-inch bright 
red stems. Some of the leaves are quite 
flat, others slightly spiralled with an 
overlapping lobe and occasionally there 
is a tiny auxiliary leaf at the sinus. The 
plant blooms freely in early fall with 
white, rarely pink. 4-petalled flowers 
with narrowly oblong golden stamens, 
borne high above the leaves on foot-long 
red stems,

appears. It lasts several weeks. 

Neoregelia spectabilis is one of the 
rosettes known many years in horticul- 
ture and favored because of the bril- 
liant red tips on each leaf. The popular 
name is “Painted Fingernail” plant. 

Looking down into the plant you see 
the lovely green troughed leaves with 
the brilliant fingernail tip. Then if you 
place this bromeliad up on a mantle the 
grayed leaves with lighter gray bands 
show up, in surprising contrast to what 
one sees looking down on it. This stiff- 
leaved plant can stand considerable 
neglect. It thrives best in a well lighted 
room, and can be classed among the in- 
formal bromeliads. 

The charm of Neoregelia marmorata 
lies in its spotted foliage. Marmorata 
means “marbled” and these leaves, ar- 
ranged in a perfect rosette, are light 
green with marbled spots of red. In 
color it is on a par with the old Paisley 
shawl, but this is a breathing, vital deco- 
ration, vibrant and in tune with the 
times. A turquoise blue container gives 
this bromeliad still more beaitty. 

For a striking plant that fits into most 
any color scheme Vriesia carinata Marie, 
a fall and winter-blooming bromeliad, 
deserves choice place. Out of a lovely 
rosette of shiny, grass-green leaves is 
produced a brilliant “feather” of char- 
treuse and carmine so vivid that no one 
can resist it. It has become known as 
the “Painted Feather” and certainly, it 
looks like something from the birds, 
with all the flash and dash, all the 
sparkle and sputter of tropical plumage. 
Many people say “incredible,” insisting 
that it has been artificially formed and 
painted. This “feather” lasts about six 
months! Do you know any plant that 
holds a flower head for so long? It is 
a sustaining, jaunty, informal accent for 
any interior. 

Cryptanthus zonatus, C. bivittatus, C. 
acaulis, and C. beuckeri are some of the 
popular cryptanthus types. The first 
named, C. zonatus, is perhaps the most 
striking, with colors and _ mottlings 
likened to the features of a pheasant. 
C. bivittatus has dignified stripes over- 
cast with rose; the leaves seem to be 
stars piled atop one another. C. beuckeri, 
unlike most of the cryptanthus, has a 
long petiole which gives it a spoon 
shaped leaf. It is ornate, with dark green 
splotches on the light green leaf. 

You don’t need a green thumb with 
bromeliads; don’t worry too much about 
the care of these ideal house plants. All 
but the cryptanthus described here are 
epiphytes, air plants. In South and Cen- 
tral America, they live by fastening 
their roots to the branches of rough 
barked trees from which they take no 
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nourishment. As jungle inhabitant: 
they receive much rain water whic 
lodges at the base of the curved leave 
so their main concern is water, and rai 
water when possible. 

Best plan is to water twice a wee! 
Contrary to many beliefs, water mu 
stand between each leaf and in t! 
center cup. Keep the soil just moi-| 
enough so that it remains firm for hol. 
ing the plant upright. Relatively litt), 
water is taken through the roots. \ 
sprinkling under the faucet once a week 
is wise. It will give the thirsty leaves 
refreshment. 

The potting medium can be made of 
equal parts of sand and leaf mold, a

porous mixture that will not get soggy. 
It should have acid reaction. 

They take light and shade equally 
well; a reasonable amount of light is 
best but happily, although they like be- 
ing near windows, they do not insist 
upon it. Thus they make the ideal deco- 
rative accents to your furnishings. 

In‘ all bromeliads the mother plant 
eventually dies, about a year after bloc m- 
ing. In the meantime, the plant may 
have put out several side shoots which 
attain the height of about six inches at 
about six months of age. They can then 
be cut off and potted. However, a clus- 
ter of several bromeliads makes a very 
nice decoration, so you may leave tlie 
shoots on a long time. 

Versatile beauties, straight from the 
jungle to your home, bromeliads are 
choice house plants. A little “plant 
feeling” will keep them that way.

tuve is about 1% inches tall and the 
six segments are twice as long as the 
tuve and partially united at the base. A 
faint green flush covers the base of each 


flower tube. Although the flowers are 
fragrant this is not usually noticeable. 


fhe best way to grow galtonia is in 
a loose clump with at least 18 inches 
between bulbs—the leaves are large and 
long and must have room. A _ rather 
moist soil is preferred but they will do 


well in any good garden spot. They 
like sun but will thrive well in part 
shade. Pests are almost unknown to 
galtonia. 


Bulbs are planted in the garden like 
gladiolus from the time the ground is 
enough. about April, until the 
middle of June. If the bulbs are set very 
deep and covered with a mulch when 
cold weather comes they sometimes sur-

vive the winter. It seems simpler and 
safer, however, to dig them up as gladi- 


olus are dug. the only difference being 
that galtonia needs a few weeks of dry- 
ing and ripening in the sun under cover 
being stored in a moderately 
for the winter.

Sometimes the bulbs may not flower 
two years in a row since they prefer 
rest in alternating years. For blossoms 
every year it is wise to set out new stock 
the second year too so that flowers may 
be had from some of the bulbs each year.

year. There are shrubs such as lilac, 
forsythia and kolkwitzia that bloom on 
the old wood and if they are pruned 
severely in the early spring much of the 
bloom is sacrificed. They can, however, 
be thinned out to some extent now and 
there will still be bloom. But even 
thougk bloom must be sacrificed when 
severe pruning is necessary now is the 
time to do it. Lilacs that have grown too 
tall and leggy should be cut back to 
within 3 or 4 feet from the ground to 
force them to throw new growths. 


LILAC AND VIBURNUM CARLESI 
sometimes throw sucker growth from the 
base of the plant which is unlike that of 
the true plant. This is because the lilac 
has been grafted to privet stock and the 
Viburnum carlesi to a common viburnum, 





and the root stocks are sending out 
sucker growth. This growth must be 
removed because it is the stronger 


growth and would eventually take over. 


PHILADELPHUS AND SPIREA 
flower on new wood so pruning and thin- 
ning them now does not stop blooming. 
Hydrangea paniculata grandiflora (Pee- 
gee) also blooms on new wood and 
should be cut back to within one or two 
eyes of the old wood. 


BUDDLEIA in this section of the 
country more often than not is winter- 
killed to within a few inches of the 
ground. However if it is cut back to the 
live wood each year it makes a fine new 
plant by summer. 


GREENHOUSE FEEDING programs 
must be kept going—growth is heavier 
now and the plants need that weekly or 
ten day feeding. Any good organic fer- 
tilizer does the trick by mixing it into 
water and then watering it to the plants. 
Manure water is excellent for this type 
of feeding. The November 1949 pointers 





explained how to make this type of 
fertilizer. 


WASHING FLOWER POTS is a neces- 
sary wintertime chore in the greenhouse. 
To make the job a bit easier soak the 
pots for a day or so in a tub of water. | 
Plants resent dirty pots and do not do as 
well in them. When it comes time to 
knock the plants out of the pots the balls 
are likely to break because the roots 
have gone into the old soil which will 
not come loose from the pot. 


TRANSPLANTING SEEDLINGS is 
the big job for this month because the 
seeds started in January are now ready 
for new winter quarters. Do not trans- 
plant twice as many plants as you need. 
Figure out how many of a kind you will

It leaves more space for other 
tings. Use containers to suit your needs. 
Ji you need only six plants, use a half- 
pot. This is large enough to take care 
of them till time to move them to indi- 
vidual pots. If you need two or three 
dozen of a kind, then a flat is the answer. 


A SOIL MIXTURE for transplanting 
should contain plenty of humus such as 
peatmoss, rotted leaves or wel] rotted 
manure. A good mixture for a medium 
weight soil is 3 parts soil, 2 parts humus 
and 1 part sand. In sandy porous soil 
additional humus and in heavy soil 
additional sand. Soil for transplant- 
ing is usually screened through 14-inch 
mesh. Do not use fertilizer in the soil 
itself, but do use some form of humus 
or rotted manure in a layer under the 
soil. For instance, if the seedlings are 
being transplanted into a flat put in a 
layer of manure one inch deep over the 
entire bottom and then cover it with the 
soil mixture. 

Fill the containers level full, and then 
pack the soil firm but not solid, using 
the points of your fingers to push down 
the soil particularly around the edges. 
Then level off. Space transplanted seed- 
lings 2 to 2% inches apart each way. 
Use a dull pointed dibble about as thick 
as your thumb to make the holes for the 
seedlings. Hold the dibble in one hand 
and with thumb and forefinger of the 
other hand hold the seedling in the hole. 
Use the dibble to press the soil in and 
against the seedling roots. 


FLOWER SEEDS to sow in the green- 
house include small sowing of antir- 
rhinum for early cutting outdoors. Also 
} sow Browalia speciosa and annual lo- 
belia. Sow the lobelia quite thickly and 
i when transplanting it later on group 3 

or 4 seedlings together as one plant. 
Sow hunnemannia with just a few seed 
to each three inch pot in light sandy 
soil. It is not transplanted until put into 
its permanent place in the garden. 


VEGETABLE SEED SOWING in the 
greenhouse starts this month. Early in 
the month sow eggplant and _ peppers. 
Late in the month sow a few cabbage 
seeds of the early types such as Golden 
Acre and Early Jersey Wakefield.

week in January. Cut branches are 
lovely in a blue vase. This fellow, like 
the willow, is a reseeder, so watch for 
and pull up young plants, else you will 
soon have an alder grove. 

Some of the shadblows (Amalanchier) 
burst into snowy bloom the latter part 
of February. (Naturally, I am giving 
dates as observed here in Louisiana. As 
one moves up the map, move the date of 
bloom onward.) This genus is rather 
confused, and I doubt if even the botan- 
ists know how many there are. They can 
easily be recognized by their feathery 
white blooms, and by wine-colored fruit 
in May or June. Some naturally have 
low growth, but all may be kept to 
shrub form by severe cutting back, and 
by planting in full sun. A wonderful 
display of shadblows can be seen at the 
Arnold Arboretum in Boston. They were 
collected by the late Ernest Wilson, 
which speaks volumes for their worth. 

With the coming of March and April, 
the full procession begins—wild plums 
and redbud, then dogwood and azaleas. 
Most flowering trees are much better 
when kept to large-shrub proportions. 
This can be done, even with dogwood and 
redbud, if the central stem is repeatedly 
cut out. Silverbell (Halesia diptera) and 
fringetree (Chionanthus virginicus) re- 
spond very well to the same treatment. 
Halesia and redbud_ require richer, 
heavier soil than does dogwood. 

Oakleaf hydrangea blooms in April, 
too, and is one of our finest native shrubs. 
It takes well to cultivation, if planted in 
semi-shade, and if given a rich light soil. 
The great, fluffy, white spires are lovely 
when they first open. As time passes, 
they gradually turn soft rose and then, 
before the leaves fall, they become a rich 
maroon. For years I admired this excel- 
lent shrub on its native hills, hut no one 
offered it for sale. Now it can be pur- 
chased at a number of nurseries. 

In May, the Virginia sweetspire (Itea 
virginica) is hung with its fluffy white 
“kitten’s tails.” It is more attractive along 
streams and beside pools. During the 
same month the old-time sweet shrub 
(Calycanthus floridus) delights the owner 
with its pervasive fragrance and its odd 
reddish-brown blossoms. It flourishes in 
almost any soil where lime is not present. 

Cyrilla carries us through June, and 
by that time the gold of St. Johnswort 
is everywhere. What would early sum- 
mer be without these bright plants? Two 
of the best for gardens are Hypericum 
prolificum and H. densiflorum, whose 
gold flowers are not so large as some of 
those in cultivation, but are borne in such 
profusion as to cover the plant. They

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propagated from cuttings. Hypericums, 
of course, vary in size from prostrate 
plants to big shrubs, but these two are 
excellent sizes—up to 4 feet—for most 
garden purposes. 

By July, Gordonia lasianthus shows its 
handsome flowers. The same month, 
sweet clethra shakes out its pretty, deli- 
ciously fragrant sprays of white flowers. 
Clethra alnifolia grows from Maine to 
Florida, while C. acuminata and C. 
tomentosa are found only in the South. 
Clethra loves moist acid soil and full 
sun. Another old faithful during “dog 
days” is buttonball (Cephalanthus occi- 
dentalis). It is not a pretty shrub, but 
the fluffy white balls keep right on com- 
ing till fall. 

By the first of September, the spikes of 
beautyberry (Callicarpa americana) are 
taking on their rich magenta tints. Rarely, 
an albino form is seen, with berries of 
alabaster white. This shrub is much more 
attractive when cut to the ground each 
winter, for it bears on the current year’s 
wood. If the rough leaves are clipped off 
beautyberry, the stems of bright fruit 
are most effective in an earthenware jar. 

In early September, the beautiful 
fruits of Viburnum nudum are at their 
best. They are pink and blue at that time. 
blue-black later on. The narrow-leaved 
form, V. n. angustifolium, is the prettier. 

October and November bring the real 
glory of bright fruits. Even tiny plants 
of red chokeberry (Aronia arbutifolia) 
bear clusters of glistening red fruits—on 
the same plant that in spring bears close 
bouquets of miniature apple blossoms. 
Though its native habitat is a bog, it 
flourishes in the garden if given plenty 
of water. Give it full sun, and it will re- 
ward you with gay fruits all winter. 

For Northern gardeners, who cannot 
have our yaupon and Ilex decidua, there 
is winterberry (I. verticillata). It holds 
its fruits all winter, and when one is so 
lucky as to get the best shade of red, no 
shrub is more showy. In the North, too. 
grows beautiful Viburnum _ trilobum, 
highbush cranberry. The clusters of flam- 
ing red berries begin to color in July, but 
hold throughout the winter. I have 
bought this fine shrub, but it does not 
seem happy in the deep South, and has 
never borne fruit for me. 

Small Viburnum acerifolium gives us a 
unique shade in fall color, softest pink 
and rose. When all the trees are bare, 
this sheet of delicate color is very lovely. 


Native shrubs should not, of course, . 


be ruthlessly dug out of the wild, and 
there is no need for that when nursery- 
men stock many of the best kinds. A 
diligent search through catalogues will 
be richly rewarded. Many other species 
are well worth while—all could not be 
described in one article. But a treat is 
in store for those who lke adventures in 
g.rdening with distinctive plants.

Treasury of Garden Books

Small Country Homes” was reprinted 
by Scribners in 1924, and other works 
of hers within the next few years. The 
Repton classic, with some of the won- 
derful cutouts included, was reprinted 
by Houghton Mifflin in 1903. This 
doesn’t make them exactly easy to pick 
up, but anyone who loves garden books, 
especially the invaluable older ones, will 
find them worth hunting for. 

Newer books on design were added by 
Mr. Holton as he went along. He par- 
ticularly likes John Weathers’ thorough 
“My Garden” (Longmans, Green) and 
M. E. Bottomley’s “Design of Small 
Properties” with its useful plans. A 
revised edition of the Bottomley books, 
called “New Designs for Small Prop- 
erties,” was brought out by Macmillan 
in 1948, so copies of it ought to be easy 
to find. 

Ernest Wilson’s “Aristocrats of the 
Garden” and “More Aristocrats of the 
Garden” (Stratford Co., Boston) are 
stand-bys with the Holtons. Some of 
the suggestions don’t apply locally, and 
not all the varieties recommended can 
still be obtained, but Wilson remains 
ihe last word on selecting the best plants 
of many species. 

As for general reference works, there 
is, of course, L. H. Bailey’s “Standard 
Cyclopedia of Horticulture” (Mac- 
millan). The six-volume edition rests 





on the Holtons’ bottom shelf, like six 
solid foundation stones for all the other 
horticultural books. For nomenclature, 
Mr. Holton added “Standardized Plant 
Names” (2nd ed., H. P. Kelsey and 
W. A. Dayton, J. Horace McFarland 
Press, Harrisburg) and for more expan- 
sive information about each species, he 
got “Hortus Second” (L. H. and E. Z. 
Bailey, Macmillan). These three have 
the extra merit of being written spe- 
cifically for American gardens. They are 
indispensables, and probably the first 
three books the systematic book col- 
lector will put on his list of garden 
volumes to buy. 

While looking for titles we’d like for 
that garden library of our own, we don’t 
want to miss any of the Holtons’ unique 
treasures. An old herbal written by one 
James Rennie and printed in 1629, de- 
lights Mr. Holton because of its pains- 
takingly accurate line drawings. A five- 
volume edition of “Sylva of North 
America” by Charles Sprague Sargent. 
has an extra appeal for its owner be- 
cause it once belonged to Charles Bona- 
parte. 

A beautiful set, and rare, is Sowerby’: 
“Botany” in twenty volumes. The Hol- 
tons have several old botanies, pains- 
takingly written and illustrated, and 
full of information as timely now as it 
was a hundred years ago. 





The_Holtons extend their hobbies not only to collecting books on horticulture and 
other subjects, but even to binding their own volumes. Some of their equipment is 
set out here, including end papers (bottom, right) found only after long hunting.

Another Jekyll book, “Wall, Water 
and Woodland Gardens” (Scribner), 
provided ideas for a retaining wall the 
Holtons built and planted not long ago. 
This fine volume was reprinted in 1933. 
Other books that have influenced the 
Holtons’ gardening are Alfred Carl 
Hottes’ “The Book of Perennials” (De 
La Mare) and F. F. Rockwell’s “Book 
of Bulbs” (Macmillan). i 

When Mr. Holton decided to make the 
rock garden which now beautifies one 
end of his property, he started acquiring 
hooks about it. Of them all, he con- 
siders “The English Rock Garden” by 
Reginald Farrar (T. C. and E. C. Jack, 
London) and Gertrude Jekyll’s “Pleas- 
ures and Problems of Rock Gardening” 
(Scribner) the most valuable. These, 
however, are both hard to find. The rock 
garden addict who wants something less 
dificult to obtain might look for Samp- 
son Clay’s “Present-day Rock Garden” 
(Nelson, N. Y.), a complementary vol- 
ume to Farrar’s work, suited to American 
conditions. The Farrar classic has un- 
fortunately never been published here. 

Evergreens began to absorb Mr. Hol- 
ton’s attention, and now he has quite a 
collection of books about them. Bailey’s 
“Cultivated Evergreens” (Macmillan) 
was backed up by such standard guides as 
Alfred Rehder’s “Manual of Cultivated 
Shrubs” (Macmillan) and William Dalli- 
more and A. Jackson’s “Handbook of 
Coniferae” (Longmans, Green). 

Of newer books about conifers, a 
handsome one called “The Friendly 
Evergreens” by L. L. Kumlein (D. Hill 
Nursery Co., Dundee, Ill.) pleases Mr. 
Holton. Besides its light, readable text 
and numerous good illustrations, there 
are such practical features as a list of 
all evergreens now available from 
American nurseries, with brief com- 
ments on their horticultural importance. 

Reading the Holtons have done is re- 
flected in the naturalized daffodils that 
transform their oak woods each spring, 
in the tree wistarias that make the pool 
a beautiful spot in June, in the masses 
of rhododendrons and evergreens every- 
where. “Rhododendrons for Amateurs” 
by Euan H. Cox (Scribner) was a nat- 
ural choice for Mr. Holton’s shelves, be- 
cause the rhododendrons in the garden 
almost peek in the library window. 

By the time this better garden library 
had been built, other gardeners were 


beating a path to the Holtons’ door, or ° 


at least telephoning, so another merit of 
collecting horticultural literature _ re- 
vealed itself. It can be a friendly, help- 
ful thing, with members of the garden 
club and all the neighbors finding ‘an- 
swers to their problems.

big, fantastically colored creature, which 
a friend insisted he really saw, by dawn’s 
early light, on a State highway. Mrs. 
Holton scoured her many bird guides, 
to no avail. Eventually, she found the 
answer to the mystery. but not in a book. 
It was a rare East Indian species that had 
escaped the cage of a dealer in exotic 
pets and had somehow managed to live 
through a New Jersey winter. When last 
heard from, the dealer was considering 
releasing the mate, with the picturesque 
idea of colonizing the area! 

Not many such stumpers turn up, 
however, and the Holtons usually find 
the information they need in their garden 
bookshelves. Besides information, they 
have an invaluable permanent library of 
horticultural literature of great beauty 
and historic interest. It would make any- 
one yearn to start garden-book collecting!

was lost to the world for nearly two 
centuries until 1903 when Dr. N. L. Brit- 
ton and his assistant, Norman Taylor, 
found it growing on steep clay banks on 
Mt. Maleuvre. Haiti, at 1640 feet altitude. 

There is also a new, as yet unnamed, 
variety of Begonia heracleifolia found in 
Mexico by Thomas MacDougall in 1943. 
However, it is creeping into commerce. 
The light yellow-green seven pointed 
leaves are borne on foot-long stems, 
deeply eight-channelled. The stems have 
scattered silky white hairs and at the 
junction of leaf and stem there is a collar 
of long, greenish-white hairs. On the 
upper surface of the leaf the heavy veins 
meet in a white star at the sinus. Most 
noticeable about this begonia are the 
young leaves. which have curving points, 
giving a wheel shape or whirling circle. 
Like most of the rhizomatous begonias 
it is a good grower even under hard 
house conditions and like the others it 
blooms in the early spring from Febru- 
ary on, for a month or more, bearing tall 
sprays of small pink flowers with bright 
green ovaries. They last for weeks and 
set seed freely.

been carefully used to give privacy, and 
natural beauty has been conserved. One 
of the finest examples of town planning 
is Norris, Tenn. Norris, in the lovely 
springtime of the southern Appalachians, 
is a picture town, so bowered in flower- 
ing dogwood and redbud that the small 
houses, irregularly set among their little 
hills, are barely seen. Each dwells apart 
on its wooded eminence, or in its tiny 
valley. 


When Norris. built by the Tennessee ' 


Valley Authority. was sold to private real 
estate interests, the new owner set out at 
once to “tidy up.” He cut down a good 
deal of dogwood before the roars of an 
outraged citizenry penetrated to his sur- 
prised and apparently rather shocked 
ears. If only we in other towns would 
act so quickly! 

Up this way. in spite of protection by 
State conservation laws, there isn’t much 
flowering dogwood left. True, it looks 
very much like the other more shrubby 
cornels before it is old enough to bloom, 
but all the cornels are easy to recognize. 
Since all are charming in flower and 
fruit, a blanket conservation law protect- 
ing the whele group might be good. 

It is true that the tidiers-up, having 
destroyed the varied riches of the native 
hemlocks, often set out a few trees. Down 
our road a planted row of red maples is 
doing well But why red maples, of 
which we have a superabundance, when 


not nearly enough of the magnificent 
sugar maple exists? Here is where a 
garden club or town committee could 


advise the “developers” or do some im- 


proving themselves The far too rare 
tulip poplar. the supremely beautiful 


beech, or the durable and stately hickory 
all would be good choices in this part 
of the country, instead of more red maple. 
If the highly developed acquisitive 
sense of speculative real estate interests 
could only be turned toward the acquisi- 
tion of some wild birds and native shrubs 
along with the property, or if a small 
fraction of the funds they employ to de- 
feat essential housing legislation might 
be used in a campaign of self-education, 
who knows what ten years might bring 
forth? Meanwhile it is up to the garden 
clubs and individual nature lovers 
prevent wholesale destruction!

THOMAS A. WILLIAMS, friend of 

thousands of American gardeners as 
the “Old Dirt Dobber” on the Garden 
Cate radio program, died after a brief ill- 
in Nashville, Tennessee. on No- 
vember 29. Since 1932 he had broadcast 
daily garden tips and advice to listeners 
in the Nashville area and since 1941 his

Saturday morning program had 
heard over nearly 200 stations of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. 
Working without a script, Williams 
answered in friendly, informal manner 
the questions that listeners sent in about 


their gardening problems. Perhaps his 
chief appeal lay in the fact that he never 





“talked down” to the little man with 
the hoe—the average back yard gar- 
dener; at heart he was one himself, 
though his back yard grew eventually to 
eight beautifully landscaped acres. 

Not a professionally trained horticul- 
turist, the Dirt Dobber didn’t pretend 
to know all the answers. Claiming that 
gardeners are the most generous people 
in the world, always willing to share 
their knowledge of growing plants with 
others, he frequently asked listeners for 
help on questions that puzzled him. They 
never failed to respond, and he was able 
to pass on to his large audiente in- 
formation contributed by experienced 
plant specialists. , 

Williams inherited his love of garden- 
ing from a “green-thumbed” mother and 
his ability to speak simply and effec- 
tively from a minister father. His radio 
work made necessary a large garden for 
growing many of the things he talked 
about. Thus the grounds about his home 
in suburban Brentwood. south of Nash- 
ville, became a Mecca for flower lovers 
from all over the nation. 

With all of this the Dirt Dobber still 
considered gardening as his “hobby.” 
He remained active in the affairs of a 
printing firm, of which he was an execu- 
tive, until his final illness. 

His radio name was born back. in the 
early days of the program. Entering the 
studio one morning he was greeted by 
the announcer with “Here comes that old 
Dirt Dobber again.” Listeners, familiar 
with the colloquial term for an industri- 
and harmless wasp that. builds a 
house of mud, like the name. It stuck!

The Gooseberry Vine

Sh OOSEBERRY VINE _ (Bryonopsis 
¥ Jaciniosa) is a likable annual 
climber, suitable for covering a stump 


or making a fence more beautiful. The 
interesting foliage is deeply cut and 
vivid green. The small white flowers 
peep from among the leaves like garden 
elves seeking shelter from a_ sudden 
springtime shower. Best of all, perhaps, 
the big fruits that look like goose- 
ries, 


by late summer these vines display 
curtain of greenery, hung with very 
ind, light green “berries,” each dis- 
tively marked with evenly spaced 
er lines.

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sun gives them a pink tinge. It is beau- 
tiful to see a stand of vines that have 
climbed into a small tree, with the abun- 
dant green, yellow and_ pin-flushed 
fruits hanging from the branches. 

When Vermont seasons are long, the 
fruit ripens well on the vines. At im- 
pending frost I pull the plants up and 
hang them, as we do tomatoes, in a cool 
shed. The unusual “gooseberries,” green 
or ripe, last well and make good decora- 
tive material. 

A good garden soil, moisture and a 
sheltered position pleases bryonopsis. 
Whether this vine winds on a trellis, or 
is allowed to grew in a mound, cucumber 
fashion, it is sure to be useful, and will 
delight both the visitor and the grower.

O many people, every fern with long, 

slender, furry runners over the side 

of the pot is a “rabbit’s foot” fern. 
Their grandmother had one; she called 
it that and that is what it is, as far as 
they are concerned, To a certain extent 
they are right, but Mr. Schneider in his 
book “Choice Ferns” distinguishes among 
“hare’s foot.” “bear’s foot” and “squir- 
rel’s foot.” As hares are called rabbits in 
this country, however, probably “rabbit’s 
foot” is as good a name as any. 

I have been fairly successful in grow- 
ing some of these, so a few pictures and 
notes may not be amiss. These ferns 
grow easily. Mine thrive in an enclosed 
porch or conservatory connected with 
the house. The door between is always 
open and the temperature is only a little 
cooler than that of the house, except at 
night, when it is probably 10 to 12 de- 
grees cooler. They get practically no 
sunshine during winter. In summer I 
hang them under rather dense trees, 
where they receive only filtered light. 

The ferns are potted in a sandy loam 
with about one-half leafmold, and wa- 
tered two or three times a week. The 
rhizomes grow along the top of the soil 
and should never be covered. I grow

F you are enthusiastic over ‘annuals, 
do look into the newer snapdragons 
and schizanthus. This is the last 
month for sowing snapdragons in the 
South and one of the first for starting 


them in the North. Investigate the tetra 
strain, which has very large flowers 


prettily ruffled. The plants grow to about 
two and one-half feet, are sturdy enough 
to take wind and come in delightful new 
shades. 

Schizanthus, the “Poor Man’s Orchid,’ 
can be sown now anywhere along the 
coast. I know of no annual that gives 
such intensive bloom, for a well grown 
plant smothers itself in small orchid-like 
blossoms in one of the many shades of 
pink, salmon, and purple. The plants 
are a foot or more tall and are equally 
satisfactory as potted and garden sub- 
jects. In the summer garden of the 
North they like a little shade and in the 


South they are at their best as early 
spring flowers. In the Fog Belt last 
spring, from April into July, they were 
incredibly beautiful. Ask for Dr.

Southern California 

Many southwesterners are having 
trouble with chorizemas, finding them 
afflicted with brown spots on the leaves 
or suddenly passing out entirely. This 
is because of a mistaken idea that chori- 
zemas want full sun. In their native 
Australia, they are woodland plants and 
our southern Californian gardens do not 
often offer the high filtered shade of de- 
trees that chorizemas enjoy. 

This is the month to spray your flower- 
ing and fruit-bearing peach trees with 
Bordeaux to outwit leaf curl. It is also 
the month when January bloom of chae- 
nomeles (flowering quinces)

California Fog Belt 


Earwigs have found a happy hunting 
ground in the coastal area of Central 
California and are ganging up on us at 
an alarming rate. I have not had much 
help from the many poisons, new and old. 
on the market but have developed a 
method which relieves the situation a 
bit. At night I put damp gunny sacks 
near the places of infestation and visit 
them in the early morning with a kettle 
of boiling water. 
lection 


In this way each col- 
of earwigs which has gathered 
under the sack can be quickly though 
cruelly put out of the way and _ the 
garden isn’t cluttered up with poisons. 
Nowhere on the West Coast 
coprosma, the looking glass bush, do 
better than in the Fog Belt. A _ few 
bushes were knocked leafless by last 
winter’s frost but most of them quickly 
sprouted from the stem and those that 
were harder hit came up from the roots. 
This evergreen shrub, with leaves so 
brilliantly polished that they seem to 
have just been lacquered, has many uses. 
It makes splendid hedges because it will 
take drastic pruning which, if done in- 
telligently, leaves the bushes as_pre- 
sentable as they were before hand.

Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


In many sections of the Big Valley, 
camellias can be grown to perfection. 
Named varieties of Camellia japonica 
have become popular. Camellia sasanqua 
is not yet thoroughly appreciated, partly 
because it is not well enough known and 
partly because its flowers are smaller, 
more delicate and fragile. From the 
point of view of the landscape artist the 
sasanquas are invaluable for many rea- 
sons. Their foliage is smaller and very 
glossy and they have an open twiggy 
manner of growth which can be pruned 
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nto picturesque shapes. There are now 
everal distinct forms of sasanqua 
crowths to be found in Californian 


rurseries. Some are openly branched 
and spreading, very useful for ground 
covers in part shade. Some are weeping 
in habit, others are upright and adapted 


to semi-espalier treatment and there are 


sasanquas suitable for hedges. The 
blossoms come very early and their dulcet 
tones introduce a softness to the land- 


scape. Briar Rose looks very much like 
a wild rose; White Doves is one of the 
best doubles; Showa-no-sakae is a weeper 
with larger leaves and pink flowers the 
shape of a peony; Tanya, one of the best 
known, has single flowers of carmine-rose. 
Because sasanquas stand up well in cold 
weather and take some sun, they are 
well suited to the Big Valley. 


Pacific Northwest 
Gardeners in the Northwest may not 
be able to shine with kalanchoes and 


other tender succulents but they can suc- 
ceed amazingly well with many bulbs 
that are a failure further South. If you 
have not grown Scilla tubergeniana visit 
some gardener who has it. It is an early 


bloomer rather suggesting Puschkinia 
libanotica. Pale blue flowers with darker 


stripes hang on five-inch stalks. In the 


warm-wintered South these stems are few 
and poorly blossomed and rarely over 
three inches. This scilla, which blooms 
with the winter aconites and the snow- 
drops, came eleven years ago to England, 
from Persia and has only recently been 
America.

western Oregon, ending at the south at 
the Oregon-California line. 

The Fog Belt picks up north of San 
Francisco and runs south in western 
California to the Monterey county line. 
There are other less foggy districts along 
the coast but the densest and most con- 
tinual fog settles over the San Francisco 
and Monterey peninsulas and in these 
sections there is rarely any summer heat. 
The Big Valley, including Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys, runs down the 
center of California east of the coast 
ranges and west of the Sierra, a long 
narrow strip with its head about fifty 
miles north of Sacramento and its feet 
against the Tehachapi mountains. 

Gardeners must use the climatic rather 
than the geographic delineation of South- 
ern California, a region clearly defined by 
Carey McWilliams in his “Southern Cali- 
fornia Country.” Its boundary, he says, 
is where Tehachapi, the range “which 
knifes across to the ocean just north of 
Santa Barbara,” unites the Sierra and the 
coast ranges. Its southern boundary is 
the Mexican borderline and on the east 
it is entered through the Cajon Pass or 
through San Gorgonio Pass, the two 
passes that cut the San Bernardino and 
San Jacinto mountains which hedge in 
this individual litthe area. Mr. Mce- 
Williams uses the capital S for Southern. 

It is envious that these small divisions 
leave out sections having other climates 
or in which some of these four climates 
merge. The two distinct climates omitted 
are those of the desert and the foothills. 
Into these regions flocks of newcomers as 
well as space-seeking old timers are pour- 
ing, building homes and hoping to make 
gardens. 

These climates are quite unlike any of 
the others and it is time their distinction 
was recognized. The foothill gardeners 
can gather useful information from ma- 
terial written for the eastern and northern 
states but there is almost no gardening 
literature to help the grower in the desert. 
Even in Southern California no blanket 
information can apply, for while such 
delightful shrubs (among other plant ma- 
terial) as cestrums, abutilons and bau- 
hinias flourish along the coast and inland 
to Pasadena, five miles east of there— 
where the land rises—these and such 
tender perennials as marguerites are 
ruined by frosts. It is impossible to grow 
corn in the moist, summer air and coo! 
nights of the fog district but five miles to 
the east gardeners can munch their own 
sweet corn for four months of the year. 

This limiting factor to the California 
climate, is one reason why nurseries carr) 
such circumscribed plant lists. Most of 
the nurseries in the same area carry onl) 
the material that is currently being seen 
and asked for. That is why our garden: 
are so repetitious and that is why the 
gardener in search of something a little 
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oit ot the ordinary leaps with joy upon 
tle nursery where progress means some- 
thing more than growing thousands of the 
sume kind of plants and where the nurs- 
eyyman has vision and _ knowledge 
enough to realize that our present gardens 
do not contain half of the valuable plants 
possible to our climates. 

For too long it has been taken for 
granted that plant material suitable to 
eastern and northwestern gardens cannot 
be grown in California. That is because 
California has béen taken to mean a 
temperate, frost-proof climate fit only for 
tropical and semi-tropical plants. In real- 
ity. the frost-proof areas in California are 


very small and widely separated. Those 
gardeners adventurous enough to send 


away for plants have had rather discour- 
aging results. This is partly because of 
the long wait and often the rough treat- 
ment, the incoming plants have had at the

state border or from the local inspector, 
and partly because these weakened plants 
are put straight out into soils and ex- 
posures quite foreign to their up-bringing 
and into climates which shock them be- 
yond words. When they die we repeat 
that it is useless to bring plants in from 
“outside.” 

These outlanders should be petted back 
to health in a moist mixture of peat and 
sand and in a sheltered part of the gar- 
den where there are no extremes of sun. 
shade or temperature. Give them a chance 


to recover slowly from their homesickness 
and gradually they will gain strength 
fo ‘ace a new world.

the 


gardens for new homes will be 
theme of most work for this 

month. Avoid copying the plantings 
of your neighbors. Our horticultural ma- 
terial is so rich and varied there is no 
excuse for duplication. 


FOUNDATION PLANTINGS are very 
important but care should be taken to 
avoid planting too closely or using mate- 
rial that soon will grow so heavy or tall 
that it mars the beauty of the house lines. 


CONIFERS are good for tall accents 
but most of them grow too large for 
small homes. Write to the nearest nur- 
sery and get their current catalogue. 
Too many nurseries offer mostly the un- 
desirable and quick growing ligustrums 
of all kinds and the choice is limited. 
So get your catalogues now and secure 
finer and more desirable plants. 


CAMELLIAS of the japonica type as 
well as the sasanqua make good founda- 
tion plantings and are fine for borders. 
They also make good scréens. The lists 


are so long and the varieties so num. :- 
ous that you can have a wide choice 
color and types. 


CONIFEROUS EVERGREENS must 
be pruned this month. We call it 
shearing. The ends of the stems sho 
be clipped back and all of the brown 
dead twigs on the plants must be 
moved. Do this early and if they nee 
shaping clip them very carefully and bh 
sure to leave them symmetrical and not 
ragged. They stand severe clipping at 
this season. 


DWARF BOXWOODS (Buxus 
pervirens suffruticosa) the true old Eng- 
lish Boxwood and the taller variety, 
Buxus sempervirens which grows into a 
tall closely leaved tree should be sheared 
at this season. Do not use the hedge 
shears but clip each twig carefully and 
save every single one of them. Dip these 
in a rooting hormone powder and then 
plant in a shaded place where they can 
be easily watered. Very soon you will

SPRING FLOWERING SHRUBS 
siould be pruned as the blooms fade to 
keep the plants shapely and enable them 


to form new wood for another year’s 
flowering. The jasmines (nudiflorum 
and mesnyi or primulinum) and_ the 


honeysuckle called “Breath of Spring,” 
(Lonicera fragrantissima) bloom very 
early and tend to make heavy growth, 
taking up too much room if left un- 
pruned, 


ROSES come next, though November 


planting is my preference. If put out 
in February they must be most care- 


fully heeled in with 6 inches of earth 
over the stems. Leave this until the leaf 
buds show. Do not prune your roses this 
month. Fertilize them with compost and 
keep this away from the stems. 
in lightly and then cover the earth 
around the plants with a mulch of pine 
needles. 


NEW ROSES should be ordered im- 
mediately and the nearer you are to the 
nursery the better it will be. Include 
some of the fine old-fashioned teas and 
Bourbons and China roses in your list 
even though not have 


you do room

where the formal garden roses are grow- 
ing. These old roses grow in borders 
with the shrubs and give bloom from 
month to month and year after year. 


START SEEDS now for summer and 
fall flowering. Petunias self-sow freely 
but the colors fade and the stock de- 
teriorates so that new plants are indi- 
cated. Get self colors in your verbenas 
and make the low edgings on your bor- 
ders harmonious and lasting with these 
lovely flowers. 


SNAPDRAGONS (Antirrihinum maxi- 


mum) in the rust-resistant strains are 
not everblooming but down here they 


bloom early in the spring and very late 
in the fall. Mine go over from one year 
to another and new ones spring up 
around the old plants. 


GERBERAS, MUMS AND DIAN- 
THUS of all kinds are wonderful to 
grow from seed. Start these in flats and 
as soon as they show true leaves lift them 
into small paper pots until they are strong 
enough to put in the garden. They can 
then be planted without disturbing the 
roots and there is no shock or loss in 
transplanting. Gerberas planted in this 
way last February came into bloom this 
summer of 1949 and will keep on until 
frost. They are so crowded and there 
are so many of them from this one seed- 
ing it will be necessary soon to make a

new grouping of them. The blooms are 
large and the color fine. They last so 
well indoors that every garden should 
include them. 


WATCH YOUR LAWNS and keep 
them closely cut, leaving the clippings 
to add humus to the soil. Where the 
winter rye makes rich green lawns all 
through the cold weather, as spring 
comes on it is necessary to cut them 
often and closely in order that they do 
not shade, and thus injure, the summer 
grasses under them 


EARLY BULBS are blooming and 
some of the annuals and many of the 
camellias are in all their glory.

ings Out-ol-the-Ordinary 


Conducted by C. W. WOOD 


Sweet Woodruff 


NOWN in the English-speaking gar- 

den world for at least seven cen- 
turies, sweet woodruff (Asperula odor- 
ata), found many uses, from the “herb 
water” of the herbalists to its use as a 
“strewing herb.” We are not likely to 
want it now to strew on church floors 
and maidens have long since given up 
the practice of carrying it in their hands 
so the body warmth would release its 
perfume. But, most gardeners would 
adore it as an ornament if they once 
made its acquaintance—adore it not only 
for its odor of new-mown hay, but also 
“for the sake of its tumbling masses of 
white bloom.” It has the added recom- 
mendation of making itself at home in 
almost any lightly shaded spot, clothing 
the ground with its fine herbage and 
creating a low 8-inch billowy whiteness 
in May. Plants were noted in the May- 
fair Nurseries catalogue, Hillsdale, N. J. 


Costmary 


HIS much-named plant (Bible-leaf, 

tongue-plant, Patagonian mint of gar- 
den folk and Chrysanthemum balsamita 
of botanists) was one of the Sunday 
posies of great-grandmother’s day when 
its big, soft, fragrant leaves were used 
to mark favorite passages in the scrip- 
tures. Its architectural value in the mod- 
ern garden would surely be welcomed 
by some. Give it a deep, rich, well-drained 
soil in full sun and watch it send up 
spires to a height of 5 feet or more, cul- 
minating in yellow tansy-like heads in 
summer. I found it listed by Plantation 
Gardens, R.F.D. 2, Lynchburg, Virginia. 


Self-Heal 


HERE has been confusion in the nam- 

ing of self-heal since the early days, 
for we find Gerard, in 1597, calling it 
prunell or brunell and it may appear in 
today’s lists as either brunella or pru- 
nella. It was always to be found in 
old-time gardens, perhaps because the 
folks of those days thought that it “doth 
joine together and make whole and 
sound all wounds both inward and out- 
ward,” but many moderns think of it as 
unkempt. If you like it do not be 
ashamed of the fact, for you have plenty 
of good company. Thoreau, you may re- 
member, loved it for its blueness, which 
suggested coolness annd freshness to 
him. And Ruskin, who called it “the 
soft warm-scented brunella,” praising the 
fine purple gleam of its hooded flowers,

“the two uppermost petals joined like 
an old-fashioned enormous hood or bon- 
net; the lower petal torn deep at the 
edges into a kind of fringe.” Late last 
fall I received a form, rosea, from L. 
Visco, 1150 Main Street, South Wey- 
mouth, Massachusetts. The pretty pink 
flowers of this one should answer any 
objection one might have to the dull 
purple of the ordinary kind. 


Dwarf Geraniums 


SUSPECT the culture of dwarf geran- 

iums is a disease—perhaps an incur- 
able one. I fought it off for a number of 
years, but finally caught it when a friend 
gave me an unnamed old-fashioned pink. 
When I saw Black Vesuvius I completely 
succumbed. 

Excepting Pigmy, Black Vesuvius is 
my choice of the kinds now in my collec- 
tion. I like everything about it from its 
small purplish-green leaves, almost black 
in full sun, and the compact growth, to 
its large (very large for the diminutive 
size of the plant) bright scarlet flowers. 
Of course, its amiable disposition and 
free flowering habit also contribute to 
the sum of an almost-perfect window 
garden plant. My plants of Black Vesu- 
vius came from the Schmidt Nursery, 308 
Chestnut Avenue, Palo Alto, California. 

If you have Madame Fournier or have 
ever seen it, you can form a mental pic- 
ture of Pixie by substituting light salmon 
pink blossoms for the scarlet flowers of 
the former. That does not tell the full 
story, however, for the flowers of our 
present plant are a little larger and more 
freely produced, making it a worthy con- 
tender for high honors in the dwarf 
class. Like one of its parents, Madame 
Fournier, it has a good constitution, and 
should give no one cultural trouble. It 
grows more rapidly than Black Vesuvius, 
so may eventually need a little restrictive 
pruning after several years to keep it un- 
der 12 inches. Holmes C. Miller, R.F.D. 
2, Box 647, Los Altos, California, intro- 
duced this fascinating plant in 1947,

Pink Ladyslipper 


YE suspects from the complaints 

heard that the pink ladyslipper, Cy- 
pripedium acaule, is a perennial head- 
ache to some gardeners. A letter from a 
southwestern Ohio reader may be taken 
as a sample of many: “Out of a dozer 
plants bought three years ago, just on 
came up this year and it was so sickly it 
died before flowering.” If I know tha 


part of Ohio, soil is as far as one needs to — 


go for an explanation. The pink ladyslip 
per may persist in a sub-acid soil, but it 
is always best in a highly acid one, and 
much of the soil of southwestern Ohio is 
so full of lime that one must keep ever- 
lastingly at it to maintain an acid condi- 
tion. Given an acid soil, of light texture 
and shade the plant should be happy. 
It is available from Gardens of the Blue 
Ridge, Ashford, McDowell County, North 


Carolina. 


Dianthus Sammy 
ARDENERS of long experience 


usually look askance at new named 
varieties of their favorite flowers, know- 
ing that the introducer’s enthusiasm for 
his children may blind him to thei! 
faults or that the plant’s hue might mar 
a long-cherished color scheme. I do not 
know now why I did not get the little 
Dianthus Sammy, when its originator. 
N. A. Hallauer, Webster, New York, sent 
it out a few years ago, but I do know 
now that a really good thing was over- 
looked. 1 should have known, though. 
that this nurseryman would not over- 
state his case, for there is never anything 


of a high-pressure nature in his sales| 


literature. Its glaucous tufts to an inch or 
two in height are always ornamental, 
and its tiny pink carnations in June, on 
4-inch stems, are certainly pleasing.
